ADVICE TO NEW OFFICERS 


THE PRESIDENT TALKING ABOUT 
CUSTOM HOUSE METHODS. 
VISIT OF THE NEW COLLECTOR AND SUR- 
VEYOR—IRVING HALL ASKING FOR PAT- 

RONAGE—TAMMANY’S INDECISION. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Mr. Edward L. 
Hedden, the new Collector, and Mr. Hans 
S. Beattie, the new Surveyor, called upon 
the President to-day to thank him for the 
honor of appointment to the offices for 
which they have been named. Mr. Hed- 
den had never met the President. The 
visitors spent about 15 minutes in the 
library talking over the objects which 
Secretary Manning hopes to accomplish in 
the Custom House, and the President en- 
deavored to impress upon his vistors his 
determination that the offices to which 
they have been called must be conducied 
solely with reference to their business 
eficiency, and that both Collector and 
Surveyor, and all other officers, are to 
bear in mind that the management by 
Democrats must not be allowed to be 
compared unfavorably with that of their 
predecessors. It is understood that Mr. 
Hedden and Mr. Beattie visited Washing- 
ton to-day for the first time. 

The appointments are still talked of 
with a good deal of interest, and some of 
the politicians are disposed to rejoice over 
what they call the “cool” reception given 
to the selections made. Some of the ac- 
counts given of the way in which the 
nominations were decided upon are object- 
ed to by persons interested. Col. Lamont, 
for one, characterizes as untrue the state- 
ment that he wrote to Mr. Hubert O. 
Thompson toinform him that the Presi- 
dent would appoint a business man whom 
he might select. He says he never wrote 
such a letter and does not remember ever 
writing 4 letter, to Mr. Thompson. Alleged 
reports of conversations between the Pres- 


ident and Secretary Manning held in the 
President’s room are entirely imaginary 
and are the work of a mind reader. 

Mr. Nicholas Haughton and Mr. Robert 
B. Nooney, representing Irving Hall, called 
upon the President to-day to ‘“‘ pay their 
respects,” and incidentally to urge the 
recognition of the existence of the Irving 
Hall organization by the appointment of 
Mr. W. B. Ellison, one of its members, as 
United States Marshal, and another as 
Collector of Internal Revenue. So far 
as can be ascertained the prospect 
is that the Marshal and the 
District Attorney will both be given to 
Tammany Hall, although Tammany has 
not yet offered a man whom the President 
regards as up to the requirements of the 
place. Inquiries have been made as to 
whether ex-Sheriff James O’Brien will get 
the appointment as Marshal. At the 
White House he has not been heard of as 
acandidate. He made a brief visit here 
some weeks ago to urge the appointment 
of Mr. Thomas Brown to be Surveyor, but 
has not otherwise been spoken of to or by 
the President. 

An obstacle to the appointment of Mr. 
Willis S. Paime as District Attorney has 
been the division of preference in Tam- 
many Hall between Paine and Nelson 
Smith. Mr. Paine’s supporters do not 
include Mr. John Kelly, and_.a_ while 
ago it was understood that if Tam- 
many could be induced to agree upon 
Paine he could have the appointment. 
So a party of Paine men went to Clifton 
Springs to ask Mr. Kelly to sign a request 
for Paine’s appointment. They returned 
to New-York to report that they found 
Mr. Kelly unable to sign, but we J were 
sure that if he could sign he would. Up 
to this time, however, he has not with- 
drawn his support from Mr. Nelson Smith. 


TAMMANY STIRRED UP. 
TROUBLED BY A RUMOR ABOUT MR. O’BRIEN 
AND WORRIED OVER MR. DORSHEIMER. 


The political and other friends of the 
Hon. James O’Brien hadavery select piece of 
news to discuss last night. It was stated that 
the leader of the Independent Democracy was 
likely to be appointed United States Marshal for 
this district, and in circles where he is best 
known the rumor was greatly relished, while 
many a good word was said by persons who 
doubted whether he could be induced to take 
the office. Even those political leaders who have 
not favored Mr. O’Brien’s independent political 


eourse admitted that he would have a good 
chance in the Marshal’s office of making use of 
the executive and organizing ability with which 
he is generally credited. At the up-town hotels 
and other political resorts many inquiries were 
made as tothe probability of Mr. O’Brien’s re- 
ceiving the appointment, and the fact that ex- 
Superintendent Kelso’ was the one extensively 
backed candidate of the County Democracy lent 
additional interest to the discussion. As be- 
tween Mr. Kelso, Tammany'’s unknown candi- 
Gate, Nelson Smith, and Mr. O’Brien there 
gpeemed to be but one choice. Mr. O’Brien did 
not tellany one that he had sought the office, 
and laughed and joked with the friends who 
greeted him. 

A prominent Democratic politician last night 
said to a Times reporter: “ Mr. O’Brien would 
make an excellent Marshal. He has 
which would be of material assistance in prop- 
erly running that office. Heisa great friend of 
President Cleveland, and I know of many ways 
{in which he assisted in his election. I doubt, 
however, whether he would accept any office. 
He isin the grain business. I believe, and has 
been devoting all his time t» 1t for some time 
past. Tne work is congenialand profitable. I 
think his appointment as Marshal, however, 
would not offend any organization,and I am 
quite certain that it would be acceptable to 
many thousands of Democrats who supported 
Mr. Cleveland and who voted for Mr. O’Brien, 
on a stump ticket, when_he ran for Register 
against John Reilly and * Jake’ Hess.” 

: The mention of Mr. O'Brien’s name for Mar- 
shal to succeed Mr. Erhardt stirred up the Tam- 
many men if it did nothing else. 1f the present 
score of leaders in the Wigwam believe in any- 
thing they believe in mystery. Notwithstand- 
ing that since Mr. Cleveland was inaugurated 
there have been meetings of the General and 
Organization Committees, and recently of the 
pmailer but powerrul Committee of Twenty- 
four, at which candidates were named for va- 
rious places in the President’s gift, the self-con- 
stituted successors of John Kelly have contrived 
to keep the candidates of the organization away 
trom the scrutinizing gaze of the public. Last 
nicht, however, a TIMES reporter obtained an 
official list of the gentlemen whom the great and 
glorious Tammany Democracy have put forth 
asthe fiower of their fiock and as the fittest 
men torepresent the people in the New-York 
offices now at the Gisposal of President Cleveland. 
The gentlemen whom Tammany has selected 
are certainly well known—some have even been 
ah any ye as to have been elected to the 
aid of Aidermen. The first name on the list 
that of Edward Cahill, who wants to succeed 
nternal Revenue Collector Blake. Thesecond is 
ward McCue, who does not seem very particu- 
lar what he gets, su that it is something. He has 
his weather eye open, however, for the 
other Internal Revenue Collectorship. Then 
comes* Nelson Smith, who will satis- 
fied with either the Marshalship or the Unit- 
ed States District Attorneyship. Following 
him come ex-Alderman ** Ed” Fitzpatrick, who 
was known while in the Common Conncil as the 
“talkative Fitzpatrick.” He keepsa saloon in 
the Fourth Assembly District, and is tne Tam- 
many leader there. He would like to be Super- 
intendent of the Assay Office, but if his friend, 
ex-Alderman George Hall, who is also on the 
list. had a liking for the same place, he would be 
willing to be Clerk of the United States Circuit 
Court, or some otner nice place. Hall and Fitz- 
patrick are said to be “ working the racket” to- 
getber, and if one wins at the expense of the 
other, the otber is to be taken care of. 

But upon all the mystery and sanguine an- 
ticipations of this select coterie of Tammany 
men there bas been thrown 9 damper ip the 
shape of the candidacy of ex-Lieut.-Gov. Will- 
iam Dorsheimer for the office of United States 
District Attorney. Mr. Dorsheimer’s ceareer is 
wellknown. He was etected Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, joined with John Keily in the bolting 
Shakespeare Hal! State Convention in Syracuse 
jn 1879, and took an active part in the State 
campaign of that year in behalf of Mr. 
Kelly. Matters have not exactly shaped them- 
selves since then, sv it has not been politic 
for Mr. Dorsheimer to be much of a Tammany 
man lately, but some of the candidates who are 
on the Tammany slate were last night telling a 
story asto how the buiky ex-Lieutenant-Goy- 
ernor had hisname piaced on the head of the 
list ata recent meeting of the Tammany Com- 
mittee of Twenty-four. According to this story

Mr. Dorsheimer late last week sent a letter to 
Police Justice Gorman, telling him that he had 
received an intimation that it Tammany Hall 
would indorse him for United States District At- 
torney he would be forthwith appointed to the 
office as a recognition of Tammany’s services in 
the late campaign. Mr. Gorman submitted the 
matter at the meeting of the Committee of 
Twenty-four, but the subject was laid on the 
table. Civil Justice Michael Norton subsequent- 
ly, when the meeting had thinned out, had the 
matter taken from the table, and Mr. Dorsheim- 
er was indorsed as Tammany’s candidate for the 
place. When the members of the select coterie 
heard of this they were indignant, and the Presi- 
dent has been sent some telegraphic dispatches 
on the subject. Politicians sometimes. would 
rather teiegraph than send letters. The re- 
ceivers have less difficulty in reading the tele- 
grams. 

The Tammany Committee on Organization 
will meet to-night, and the subject of Mr. Dors- 
heimer’s candidacy will be brought up. The 
select coterie hope to have his name erased 
from the official list, but Mr. Dorsheimer’s pa- 
pers are said to bein Washington now. Tam- 
many men, hich and low, are all hoping that the 
President will give whatever he is going to give 
to Tammany before the Fourth of July, so that 
the society will have something to jubilate upon. 





ATTACKED BY DRUNKEN TRAMPS. 


FORTY VAGRANTS RESISTING THE POLICE 
AND INJURING TWO MEN. 

SHENANDOAGB, Penn., June 29.—This place 
was invaded by 30 or 40 intoxicated tramps yes- 
terday, who assembled at the Red Bridge, on 
the outskirts of the town, and remained there 
until 11 o’clock last night, when they made a 
raidon Stamptown, situated in the extreme end 
of the First Ward. They forcibly entered a 
number of private dwellings and created a gea- 
eral disturbance. The inhabitants are prin- 
cipally of the poorer class of Hungarians. 


The greatest confusion prevailed and a few 
of the respectable people seut word to the 
police. Chief Roades, accompanied by u few 
officers, quickly arrived and arrested three of 
the gang. While the attention of the officers 
was directed to these the remainder of the crowd 
made a raid on the officers and poured on them 
volley atter voliey of stones and brickbats. The 
officers drew their revolvers and fired without 
effect. This so enraged the tramps that a des- 

rate fight ensued,in which Chief of Police 

oades was struck over the left eye with a 
brickbat and greatly disfigured. The other offi- 
cers pursued the retreating tramps but only 
succeeded in capturing three of them, the oth- 
ers making their escape to the mountain. 

They returned to their headquarters at the 
bridge about 4 o’clock this morning and were 
surprised to find it in possession of a trav- 
eling peddler, who subsequently turned out 
to /be William Coulter, of Pittsburg, who it 
appears was on his way to that city and was sell- 
img ballads. They captured his ballads, de- 
stroyed them, and made him beat so hasty a re- 
treat that he fell into a mine breach and was 
tatally injured. The gang, however, lingered 
around the mountain and were captured and 
locked up toawait the result of Roades’s and 
Coulter's injuries. Coulter is 45 years of age 
and respectable 1n appearance, and took this 
means of raising funds to carry him to Pitts- 
burg. He was removed to the station house and 
will be taken care of. The tramps were the 
worst ever seen in this vicinity. The majority 
of them were perfect strangers. 


CHICAGO GAMBLERS MOURNING. 

CuHIcAGo, June 29.—For some unaccount- 
able reason the gamblers of this city were 
generally led to believe that from to-day on 
they would be allowed to run their games with- 
out interference. To-night this belief is tinged 
with grave doubts. Early in the day 
signs of activity were noticed in nearly 


all the places and a general air of 
pleasant expectation pervaded the gamblers’ 
haunts. About the middie of the afternoon 
Lieut. Shea, with a force ot detectives, pounced 
down upon the rooms of Jeff and George Han- 
kin and Tom Wailace, in Clark-street, and 
found games in full blast. Twenty-five men 
wore found at Wallace’s and 382 at the Han- 
kins’s. All were arrested and subsequently

“If you don’t sop crying I’ll put you ina 
bag,”’ returned the Lieutenant, and, vigorously 
kicking, Thomas was led down to the patrol 
wagon. 





SPECIAL LAWS FOR LARGD CITIES. 

CrncrinnATI, Ohio, June 29.—The Supreme 
Court Judges to-day decided the act constitu- 
tional by which the Legislature authorized an 
expenditure of $4,000,000 in paving certain streets 
with granite blocks. It was contended by those 
who are fighting the improvement that this act, 


inasmuch as it applies only to cities of the first 
grade of the first class, of which Cincinnati is the 
only one in the State, comes under the head ot 
special legislation. The court held that the 
classification of cities by population is a good 
classification, and as there 1s no limitation by 
which any other city coming into the first 
grade of the first class would be prevented from 
proceeding in the matter of street improve- 
ments under the same law, it cannot be claimed 
that such alawisaspeciallaw. It was further 
contended that this law is unconstitutional for 
the reason that it does not operate uniformly, 
but the court heid that the fact of large cities 
requiring better and more costly pavements 
than small ones, renders such a construction of 
the statutes as that proposed impracticable.

tive. The judges, the Hon. Milton H. Merwin, 
the Hon. Addison C. Miller, and the Rev. F. A. M.

A CLUMSY INFERNAL MACHINE. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 29.—An ‘infernal’ 
machine of a rather clumsy pattern was sent by 
mail to-day to L. Lum Smith, publisher of a 
weekly paver. It was a wooden box about 5 
inches square and 8 inches high. The 
word “ Private” on the lid of the box aroused 
Mr. Smith’s suspicions. He openea the box 
cautiousiy, and tound a 44-calibre breech load- 
ing derringer inside. It was loaded and cocked. 
A piece of copper wire was attached to the trig- 
ger and fastened to the lid of the box, but in 
such a way thatthe opening of the box could 
not possibly have discharged the pistol. The 
postal authorities are investigating the matter.

UPRISING IN AFGHANISTAN 


——_———— 

A CITY CAPTURED AND PLUN- 
DERED BY ISA.KHAN. 
RUSSIAN ALLIES SAID TO HAVE SUPPORTED 
THE REBELS IN AN ATTACK UPON 

KHANA-I-BAD. 

BompBay, June 29.—It is reported from 
Cabul that Isa Khan, supported by Russian al- 
lies, has risen against Abdullah Khan. Isa Khan 
marched upon Khana-i-Bad and seized the treas- 
ure there, valued at a million pounds sterling, 
and belonging to the Ameer of Afgbanistan. 
The political difficulties in Kashgaria are be- 
coming serious, and reinforcements of troops 
are going northward. 

Abdullah Khan is the Governor of Kunduz, 
the extreme northern Province of Afghan- 
Turkestan. The town of Khana-i-Bad is situate 
about 60 miles south of the river Oxus, which 
river separates it from the Russian protected 
State of Bokhara. Khana-i-Bad was the headquar- 


ters of the present Ameer of Afghanistan before 
he was summoned to the throne, and there also 
took place the negotiations between the Ameer 
and the British officers. 


Lonpbon, June 29.—No advices have been 
received from St. Petersburg or from the Indian 
Government confirming the report that Isa 
Khan has risen against Abduliah Khan, although 
the Indian papers publish alarmist reports. 


VIENNA, June 29.—The Persian news- 
paper Shems states that Russian agents are re- 
ported to be stirring a movement in Afghan 
Turkestan to regain the independence of that 
country. The letest advices say that the Ameer 
was marching thither at the head of troops.

ENGLISH CABINET MATTERS. 
Lonpon, June 29.—The Right Hon. Will- 
iam Henry Smith, Secretary for War in the 
Cabinet of the Marquis of Salisbury, has been 
re-elected to Parliament for Westminster. The 
Liberals did not contest the seat. 
Mr. Charles Beilby Stuart-Wortley, who has 


satin Parliament for Sheffield since 1880, has 
been appointed Under Secretary of State for 
the Home Department. 

The Government will meet Mr. Parnell’s mo- 
tion for an inquiry into the Maamtrasna and 
Barbarvilla cases by offering a departmental in- 
quiry in cases where reasons are shown for sus- 
poomne that innocent men have been impris- 
oned. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain contributes an un- 
signed article to the Fortnightly Review on Irish 
retorms. He proposes that national Councils 
be established, to sit at Dublin, Edinburgh, 
and, if the Welsh desire a council, at 
Cardiff, the members of the Councils to be 
chosen directly by the ratepayers or elected by 
the county boards. The Councils, he proposes, 
shall legisiate and administer educational works, 
the poor jaw, and all measures not of an im- 
perial character. The article is creating much 
discussion. 

The Earl of Carnarvon, the new Lord Lieuten- 
ant of Ireland, and the new Chief Secretary for 
Ireland have started for Dublin. 

Lord Salisbury is negotiating with the Porte 
for the occupation of Egypt by Turkish troops, 
the cost to be paid by the Egyptian Treasury. 
This would invoive an increase of the Egyptian 
loan to £12,000,000. It is reported that the 
scheme of Lord Salisbury includes the exclusive 
retention by England of the civil administration 
of Egypt, and relies upon an alliance with Ger- 
mary and Austria for support against the anger 
of France. Two nmaillion cartridges have been 
shipped from Woolwich to Egypt, presumably 
in connection with the Government’s intention 
of reoccupying Dongola. 

Ata meeting of the Midlothian Liberal Asso- 
ciation to-day the Chairman read a letter trom 
Mr. Gladstone expressing his deep and grateful 
sense of the ape f of the Liberal majority of 
1880 1n dealing with difficulties almost unexam- 
pied. He refrains trom criticising the Conserva- 
tive Cabinet, feelimg it to be his duty to support 
and assist them in doing right. He says heis 
confident that the presence of the Liberals in 
Parliament will be competent to exercise the 
necessary vigilance. He asks Midiothian to as- 
sist him jn using. his strongest..and most _sedu- 
Tous efforts in the interests of the Liberal Party. 
The meeting was then addressed by the: Eari of 
Rosebery, and a resolution expressing hearty 
confidence in Mr. Gladstone was afterward 
adopted. q 

The title of the Right Hon. Edward Gibson 
will be Lord Ashbourne. Mr. Watts has declined 
the Baronetcy offered him. The Queen has con- 
ferred the order of Victoria and Albert upon 
Countess Spencer as a mark of personal esteem. 


Lonpon, June 30.—Mr. Gladstone says 
he did not think he should again ask to be 
returned to Parliament, but that events 
had occurred which rendered it necessary 
that he should not imperil the unity and efli- 
ciency of the cee. This is tantamount to a dec- 
oe that he will remain the leader of the 

iberals. 


GATHERING NEWS FOR LONDON. 

LonbDon, June 29.—The rebellion of the 
London newspapers against Reuter’s News 
Agency, which was begun two or three weeks 
ao, has not yet been brought to a decisive issue. 
The Reuter Company, it will be remembered, 
made the increased expenses to which it has 
been subjected by reason of the campaign- 
ing inthe Soudan and the difficulties in South 
Africa and remote Afghanistan the basis 


for demanding increased compensation from 
the great London journals for its news 
scervice. This demand was not favorably received 
by the papers, who believed they were already 
paying for the service ail it was worth. The 
Zimes actively opposed any increase and at once 
set about organizing concerted action on the 
part of the papers. A meeting of London news- 
paper proprietors was called, and after a full 
discussion of the situation, it was decided to 
make a united stand against Reuter’s demand 
for increased pay. Rather than pay more, they 
gave it to be understood that they contemplated 
freeing themselves from any occasion to take 
Reuter’s news by establishing a news-gather- 
ing association of their own, sithilar in a general 
way to the American Associated Press, 

It cannot be ascertained that any decisive step 
has been taken since this meeting, but enough 
bas been made public to indicate that both par- 
ties will deliberate very cautiously before com- 
mitting themselves to a policy which will lead 
to the inevitable rupture of the present rela- 
tions. The prevalent belief among those who 
are best informed is that some satisfactory com- 
promise will be reached. It is perfectly clear on 
the one hand that Reuter’s Company cannot 
continue to live and flourish if the patron- 
age of the great London dailies is lost. 
On the other hand people who are in the best 
condition to know maintain that the papers 
neither of London nor the provinces would find 
it to their advantage or profit to attempt to dis- 
pense with Reuter. The cost of creating de novo 
a world service as complete and excellent as 
Reuter’s would admittedly be much greater for 
the individual papers than their annual dues to 
Reuter. itis extremely unlikely that they will 
go to this great expense simply to overthrow 
him. The probability is that they will use the 
threat of co-operation long enough to briug 
Reuter to terms, and when he has withdrawn or 
materially reduced his demands for increase will 
abandon the scheme. 7

GEN. LOGAN IN BOSTON, 
—_—_—>_—_— 
NORFOLK CLUB GIVE HIM A DINNER 
AND HE TALKS POLITICS, 

Boston, June 29.—Gen. John A. Lo- 
gan was dined this evening by the Nor- 
folk Clubs and a number of Massachu- 
setts Repubiicans. He arrived with Mrs. 
Logan and his sons from Portland early 
in the afternoon, and while in town is the guest 
of theciub. Thisisan organization similar to 
the Bay State Club, which last week entertained 
Vice-President Hendricks, but with this impor- 
tant difference, it is a straight Republican or- 


ganization, while that is Democratic. It was or- 
ganized a couple of years ago, and is composed 
of Norfolk County Republicans. Its regular 
dinners during the season are held in this city. 
The dinner to-night was preceded by a reception 
held in one of the parlors of the Parker House. 
Among those present were Senator Hoar, Gov. 
Robinson, Congressmen Long, Ely, and Ranney; 
President Pillsbury, of the State Senate; Speak- 
er Brackett, Henry Cabot Lodge, Lieut.-Gov. 
Ames, Alanson W. Beard, Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee; Congressman 
Spooner, of Rhode Island; ex-Gov. Bourn, 
of Rhode Island, anda great number of the 
local politicians. Mrs. Logan came into the re- 
ception room for about 15 minutes, and cordially 
greeted her Washington acquaintances and the 
new friends who were presented to her. Three 
cheers were given for her as “the smartest 
woman in America,” and cheers accompanied 
her husband as he marched to the diving hall. 

About 230 sat down at the table, and though 
the enthusiasm was somewhat less boisterous 
than at the Hendricks dinner last Thursday, the 
rhetorical quality of the after dinner speak- 
ing was decidedly higher. The ideas expressed 
were generally the oid ones of the _ sup- 

ression of negro suffrage in the South, 

emocratic hostility to civil service _re- 
form, and Republican devotion to it. The 
speakers were Mr. Asa French, the President of 
the club, who presided; Gov. Robinson, Gen. 
Logan, Senator Hoar, ex-Gov. Bourne, Mr. 
Beard, Mr. Lodge, and ex-Gov. Long. The pre- 
siding officer ridiculed Mr. Hendricks’s ideas of 
civil service retorm. Gov. Robinson’s speech 
was brief and mainly devoted toa eulogy of 
Gen. Logan. 

Senator Logan surprised the company by pro- 
ducing a manuscript from which he read a 
eulogy upon the New-England spirit as exempli- 
tied in the works of Story, Hawthorne, Emerson, 
Theodore Parker, Longfellow, Whittier, Pres- 
cott, Motley, and Bancroft. He said the Repub- 
lican Party had been the real friend of popular 
education and would continue to be so. He con- 
tinued: “It seems to me that the present might 
be an opportune time to carry out the object, 
asthe party which now controls the Govern- 
ment came into power demanding that there 
should be reform in all things necessary for the 
betterment of our condition. What greater 
reform could there be instituted than that every 
American should be protected in every right 
guaranteed to him by the Constitution and 
the law? Civil service reform jis the 
child of the Republican Party, [applause,] 
but -unfortunately for it it as been 
put out to nurse with astranger, [applause,] 
and if not dead now, Icoks sick unto death. [Ap- 
plause.] The law is now being construed to the 
effect that a person who voted the Republican 
ticket at the last election committed a crime 
against the peace and dignity of the Democratic 
Party. The offensive partisan is the Repub- 
lican, the effective is the Democrat. Do we 
not see to-day the civil service principle 
twisted, warped,and most wretchedly deformed, 
in place of the service being, as was promised, 
reformed? For one, I object to the prostitution 
of the public service in the name of reform and 
the people. Tear away the mask of reform and 
let the haggard face of Democracy come 
forth. The Republican Party is not ead, 
and will be returned to power by the 

eople. Protection to our homes and free 
abor demands it; the restoration of true civil 
service reform demands it; adequate appropria- 
tions to aid the system of tree schools wherever 
needed demands it; the promoting of our home 
industries demand it; the necessity for the 
enforcement of the right of every voter to cast 
his ballot and have the same fairly counted at 
all national elections demands it.” 

Senator Hoar criticised the foreign appoint- 
ments of President Clevelandin sharp language. 
He said there was Mr. Pendleton, a little bit of 
a civil service reformer. He lent his name 
to a bill which Dorman B. Eaton had 
matured. Pendleton and Cox both fillbustered 
against the thirteenth amendment, and 
Pendleton, more than any otber man west of 
the Massachusetts line was the author and sup- 
porter of the fiat money scheme. For his part 
the Senator said he was prepareé to serve God in 
the minority rather than serve Baal with the 
Democrats and mugwumps, even though they 
were in the majority. 

Mr. Lodge also condemned the Democratic 
civil service policy. 

To-morrow Gen. Logan will be entertained in 
a quiet way, early in the day enjoying a drive 
through the suburbs, as the guest of Lieut.- 
sot Ames. He will probably leave on Wednes- 

ay.

MEXICO’S FINANCIAL TROUBLES. 
Crty oF Mextco, June 29, via Galveston. 
—Included among the companies whose subsidies 
were stopped is the Vera Cruz Harbor Im- 
provement Company, a French concern. It is 


announced to-day that this company will have 
to suspend operations, leaving the most impor- 
tant part of its work incomplete. 

The organ here of the National Bank, while 
admitting that the Government had apparently 
no other recourse than thestoppage of subsidies, 
urges that the Government cannot solve the 
financial problem unless it deals honorably with 
the banks. In another place the organ of the 
National Bank condemns the action of the Gov- 
ernment in accepting bills of the Bank of Lon- 
don as part of the price advanced on the nickel 
coinage sold. The same paper announces that a 
loan of $10,000,000 to the National Railroad, 
which was being negotiated in London, cannot 
now be secured Owing to the action of this Gov- 
ernment. The National Bank contigues its sus- 
pension of discounts.

A CONTRACT DENOUNCED. 
CuHIcAGo, June 29.—The County Board 
to-day adopted a resolution providing for the 
letting of a contract for building a new wing to 
the Infirmary for $23,000. Commissioners Wrenn 


and Senne denounced the scheme as ‘“infa- 
mously extravagant” under the circumstances, 
the county revenues being almost entirely 
wrecked. Commissioner Senne characterized 
the job as ‘“a_ careless, if not a 
shameful proceeding,” and submitted a résolu- 
tion suggesting that the Committee on Finance 
refer to a committee composed of Judges, 
citizens, and newspaper men, these questions: 
(1) How can the County Board be kept from 
letting contracts to other than the lowest bid- 
der? (2) How can it be stopped from raising 
salaries illegally ? (8) And how can it be stopped 
from letting contracts when the Treasury is 
empty? No action was taken. 


EXAGGERATED REPORTS CORRECTED. 
MONTREAL, June 29.—The rumors which 

have been afloat to the effect that some irregu- 

larities have existed in connection with the 


United States Consular Service in this dis- 
trict are found, upon inquiry, to arise 
out of the fact that certain revenues 
which should have been received at the 
Consul General’s office in this city have 
been collected by a Consular Agent of an ad- 
joining municipality who it is understood has 
been working conjointiy with an ex-agent, 
through whase influence he was appointed. The 
nearest oflice’ was the Consul-General’s at Mon- 
treal, and, according to the usual custom, the 
fees should, it is stated, have been paid here. 
The whole question is one ot iurisdiction, and, as 
it only concerns a matter of fees, the amount in- 
volved cannot be very large.

OFF WITH HIS PLUNDER 


—_—_—__~o— 
A MOST REMARKABLE AND SUC- 
CESSFUL SWINDLE. 

A DRY GOODS MERCHANT'S THRIVING TRADE, 
BUT VERY PECULIAR METHODS, END- 
ING IN FLIGHT WITH $100,000. 

OmAHA, Neb., June 29.—The most sensa- 
tional failure ever known in Omaha has been 

made known during the last 36 hours. Loyal 8. 

Smith, who came here from Chicago, opened a 

dry goods store Nov. 3, left the city yesterday 

at 8 o'clock in the forenoon, going south over 
the Kansas City Road, and taking his chief 
clerk, bookkeeper, cashier, and two other em- 
ployes with him. It is believed now that the 

Party is headed for Mexico. Nobody knows how 

much Smith got away with. The amount this 

evening is generally estimated at $100,000 at least, 
perhaps double that. Smith was formerly on 
the Chicago Board of Trade. He came here from 

Chicago, and said he never was in the dry goods 

business before. He went to New-York to buy 

goods, made plausible representations of his re- 
sources to H. B. Claflin & Co., selected his goods, 
ordered them shipped, and came home. Claflin 

& Co. refused to ship the goods, finding Smith’s 

statement unsatisfactory. Smith then went to 

Chicago and bought his goods, returned here 

and opened astore. He made low prices, and 

soon was doing a large business. Then he en- 
larged his store to double its former size. He 
ran excursions over the railways from Central 

Iowa and Eastern Nebraska, and had ‘a band of 

music eve:y Saturday night in his store. Fre- 


guently he gave his clerks $25 and told them to 
go out and ** paint the town red,” not forgetting 
to advertise him wherever they went. 

These unusual business methods completely 
demoralized the retail dry goods trade in the 
city and compelled the old houses either to do a 
light business or join him in slashing prices. 
One preat sale made was 16 yards of lawn for l 
cent. It cost over 8 cents per yard. He would 
take his entire force of employes to the theatre 
occasionally, by this means aavertising himself. 
He carpeted the sidewalk in front of his store 
and had a colored driver in livery for his 
delivery wagon. On the occasion of one ex- 
cursion he brought into Omaha at least 
1,000 people on a train from Lincoln and 
intermediate points. This drew much Omaha 
custom in addition that day. People 
tairly fought their way into the store and up to 
the counters, and sales were so rapida d money 
Came in so fast that the cashier and his assist- 
ants did not pretendto arrange it but piled it 
up ona table behind the cashier’s desk. It 
counted up into thousands of dollars. After the 
store was closed at night Smith frequently 
showed himself to be a stiff poker player during 
the eight months he lived here. He has also 
been dabbling constantly and heavily in grain 
options in Chicago, but generally on the wrong 
side of the market. It is claimed that he lost 
$20,000 during the last few weeks. His mother, 
living in Plattsburg, N. Y., is said to possess con- 
siderable means. She was here a few weeks ago, 
and promised to help him out on her return 
home, but did not do it. 

Soon after Farwell, of Chicago, began selling 
to him Smith wanted to buy a bill of goods of 
several thousand dollars. Farwell,to test him, 
made a draft for $2,000 before the goods were 
shipped. Smith paid it promptly, not taking aa- 
vantage of a day’s grace. This established him 
in the confidence of Farwellsfrom whom he has 
been buying $10.000 worth of goods every month 
since, making partial payments all along. and 
finally causing Farwell to loose about $20,000. It 
is said that Farwell’s traveling man was here 
Saturday afternoon and sold Smith a bill of goods 
of $1,100. Representatives of several Eastern 
wholesalers, who soid Smith and had. become 
anxious, arrived here last week and forced Smith 
to take the bull by the horns. In the meantime 
Smith had played a smart game on two banks 
here. He had been igs business with the 
United States National. earing Smith had 
eome difficulty with that bank the Merchants’ 
National approached him soliciting his business, 
Finally he compromised the matter, dividing his 
account between the two banks. In the final 
wind up he struck the Merchants’ National 
Bank for $15,000 and the United States National 
for $7,000 on overdrafts. 

Smith intendedto leave Omaha on Tuesday, 
but the pressure of creditors became so great 
that he decided to leave here Sunday. It is said 
that he and his men; whom he took with him, 
had been preparing several days for flight by 
carrying out of the store many packages of the 
most valuable goods, worth altogether $20,000. 
Saturday night he paid all his hands. Sunday 
morning he paid bis bill at the Paxton Hotel, 
sent his trunks to the station, and “skipped 
out.” The cashier did not go until the after- 
noon train. One traveling man hadjnot beer paid 
because he was not intown Saturday. He met 
Cashier Millard in the hotel during the afternoon 
and forced the payment of salary due him 
with a revolver at the cashier’s head. This 
morning the store was opened by a man named 
H. Lowey, who came here a few days ago from 
Chicago. He claimed to be the proprietor. He 
said he paid Smith $30,000 in cash and gave a 
note, at six months, for $10,000. Attorneys of 
the foreign and local creditors flocked in fast. 
By ll o’clock the Sheriff had the store closed. 
Lowey claims a bona fide purchase, but ac- 
knowledges that no inventory was taken; that 
he bought the stockin a lump. It Rpenerelty 
believed here that the sale was a fraud. Claims 
are coming in by telegraph to-day from all over 
the United States. One legal firm has received 
claims aggregating $23,000. Every effort is 
making to capture Smith. 


STEAMSHIP MEN DISSATISFIED. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—A delegaiion of 
representatives of the various American steam- 
ship lines called on Postmaster-General Vilas 
to-day to reargue the claim for the distribution 
of the $400,000 appropriated by the last Congress 
for carrying the United States mails. The dele- 
gation was composed of Mr. Lauterbach, Vice- 
President of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, who represents thatcompany and two 
others; Mr. Bliss, of the Red D Line; Mr. Ward, 
of the New-York and Cuba Line; Mr. Alexandre, 
of the New-York, Havana, and Mexican 
Line; Mr. H. K. Thurber, of the United 


States and Brazil Steamship Company, and 
a representative of the Clyde Line trom New- 
York to Turk Island. They asserted that notwith- 
standing the language of the act is in the simple 
form of an appropriation for the purpoes of car- 
rying the mails, and authorizes the payment of 
the money only upon contract to the lowest bid- 
der, yet, inasmuch as there is not money enough 
to be divided equally among all the companies at 
the rate of 50 cents a mile, the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral ought to advertise for bids upon all the dif- 
ferent routes, taking into consideration the dif- 
ferent times of sailing, so that the companies 
can compute what rate per mile will enable all 
to have asbare in proportion to the mileage of 
their lines. They stated that the companies were 
willing to bid such a price for carrying the mails 
as would give all their proper share and entirely 
distribute the appropriation among them. 

The Postmaster-General listened attentively 
to the arguments of the different representa- 
tives, but announced that he saw no reason to 
change his previously expressed views upon this 
subject. Some discussion wus had as to the 
terms upon which the companies should econ- 
tinue to carry the mails. The gentlemen all ex- 
—— themselves as desirous of serving the 

overnment, and said they did not wish to ap- 
pear in the position of refusing contumaciously 
to abide by the decision of the Administration, 
but at the same time they regretted very much 
that such a conclusion had been arrived at. 








THE STEAMER INVERMAY ASHORE. 

MONTREAL, June 29.—A dispatch was re- 
ceived in the city to-day from Capt. Lung, com- 
manding the steamship Invermay, bound for this 
port from Pictou,N.S.,to the effect that the vessel 
bad run ashore at a point nine miles below Cape 
Chatte, on the gulf coast. ‘Her engine room was 


full of water, and the holds were rapidly filling. 
No particulars were sent as to the time she went 
ashore, but 1t was probably during last night, as 
the weather was very heavy and thick, he 
vessel wis launched at Whitby, England, in 
June, 1884. She was built of iron, revistered 
1,489 tons gross, and had engines of 154 horse 
power. She was owned jointiy by Stoddard 
Brothers & Co., of Whitby, and J. G. Sidey, of 
Montreal. The Invermay was running undera 
time charter for the Intercolonial Coal Mining 
Company, and had a cargo of 1,800 tons of coal. 
The cargo and vessel are both fully covered by 
insurance. Montreal underwriters insured the 
cargo for $v, 000.

DAMAGED BY WIND AND RAIN. 


—_——_»—_—. 
GROWING CROPS RUINED, CATTLE LOST, 
AND BUILDINGS INJURED. 

Lyons, N. Y., June 29.—The most de- 
structive rainstorm ever known in this vicinity 
occurred early lastevening, continuing over two 
hours. For the first hour the water came down 
in immense torrents. In a few minutes the gut- 
ters in all of the streets of the village were over- 
flowed, and pools of water several inches deep 
covered the roadways. Window glass every- 
where was broken by the force of the rain. 
Every stream of water in this region was 
soon swollen, and the water was over- 
flowing the banks. Hundreds of acres 
of growing grain were ruined, and several 
small buildings were carried away. Fruit upon 
trees was knocked off in great quantities by the 
rain. At Penn Yan great damage was done. 
There, sidewalks and fences were washed away 
by rain and water running from the bill into the 
village, and there is scarcely a cellar in the 
place which is not filled with water four or five 
feet deep. Early this morning travel through 


the streets of Penn Yan was made only with 
danger. The grading of the Pennsylvania and 
New-York Railroad was washed out in scores 
of places, while the track is almost a complete 
ruin. At Penn Yan the loss to the company 
by the freshet.is estimated at $10,0.0. At Grove 
Springs Hotel, a famous Summer resort on 
Keuka Lake, hundreds of dollars of damage was 
done to outbuildings, platforms, and Summer 
gardens. Farmersin Yates and Ontario Coun- 
ties report great losses by the storm. Acres of 
wheat and barley were thrown down by the 
torrents of water, and acres of onions and other 
vegetables were wasbed out and ruined. James 
Whiting, a farmer near Dundee, estimates his 
own loss in grain by the storm at about $3,300. 
The total amount of the loss cannot as yet be 
estimated with any degree of correctness. 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y., June 29.—An extraor- 
dinarily severe electric storm passed over this 
region Sunday afternoon, being accompanied b 
rain and wind. Hundreds of persons felt the ef- 
fects of the electric bolts. At Vermont a Free 
Methoaist Church had its steeple scattered in 
splinters in every direction while the audience 
was worshiping. The people were greatly terri- 
fied and prostrated. At Carrollton an iron tank 
of the National Transit Company containing 
11,000 barrels of oil was struck and burned. A 
house at Ross Mills was bereft of its chimney, 
the clapboards at one end, and one of the heavy 
sills, while from the door of a Jamestown resi- 
dence a plate of giass anda steel lock were re- 
moved. No ore hereabout was seriously injured. 


CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., June 29.—A terrible 
rain and wind storm prevailed throughout the 
Mohawk Valley yesterday afternoon, details of 
which reached here to-day. About 2 o’clock at 
Ames, a little hamlet in this town, a loud report 
of acloudburst was heard. The people rushed 
from their houses thinking an earthquake shock 
had occurred, when they were met bv torrents 
of water which drove them back and in many 
instances overtook and gave them a severe wet- 
ting. Several persons were taken from their 
feet and narrowly escaped drowning. Benjamin 
Christman saw his land roller floating down the 
stream and he made an effort to prevent it. He 
was carried a considerable distance and was 
saved by neighbors with the greatest difficulty. 
Several calves, pigs, chickens, dogs, and cats 
were seen floating down the stream, and be- 
cause of the washing away of fences many 
horses and cows escaped from pasture and have 
not since been captured. The dam connected 
with the flour mill of Barringer & Gardinier was 
carried away, entailing a loss of $500, and adding 

reatly to the general flood. Atthis time Mrs. 
fugh McEvoy and daughter were sleeping in 
their house, when they were awakened by the 
water bursting their doors in. Mr. McEvoy had 
gone out a short time previously, and, not being 
able to find him, the ladies concluded he was 
drowned. They yelled and became hysterical. 
The Rev. A. T. Warden, the Baptist minister, 
waded to the house, he being at times breast 
deep in the water. He pacified the ladies untila 
neighbor with a horse and wagon backed up to 
the door and the women were conveyed toa place 
of safety. Oneof the women then remembered 
that a parrot had been left in the house and a 
driver was sent afterthe bird. When they were 
in the middle of the stream the parrot exclaimed 
“Good for gardens!” Bridges are reported to 
have been carried away in various parts of the 
town and at Sharon Springs, waile gardens, hop 
yards, wheat fields and corn fields have been 
washed out without number and utterly ruined. 
The surface of the extensive onion: and cabbage 
garden of Edward Sayles was washed away and 
the growing vegetables rooted out. About 50 
people who were in town to attend church 
could not get away, and. every house was filled 
to overflowing and many were obliged to sleeb 
in the church. The damage willaggregate $4,000. 
In Burtonville, in this county, a similar cloud- 
burst occurred, and growing crops were washed 
out and several buildings were wrecked. 


RocuEstTeER, N. Y., June 29.—A dispatch 
trom Waterloo says that the electric storm which 
passed over that village Sunday afternoon was 
most violent. Lightning struck among a num- 
ber of men who were milking cows, and seven of 
the animals were killed and two of the men par- 
alyzed by the shock. 





FISH IN CONVIUCT’S GARB. 

AvuBuRY, N. Y., June 29.—Fish, the con- 
vict banker, spent a quiet Sunday in the receiv- 
ing cell at the prison here, reading a smail book 
part of the time, but sitting at the head of the 
bed busy with his own thoughts most of the day. 
During the afternoon he talked with Jim Brady, 
the noted bank burglar of New-York, wnoisa 
waiter in the north wing. He told Brady he was 
much surprised to see the prison in such cleanly 
condition, and made comparisons disparaging to 
Sing Sing. He did not eat prison rations, and 
slept none during the day, but at 9 o’clock his 
light went outand helay down. This morning he 
appeared refreshed, and was sent to the barber's 
shop early. His beard was shaved off and the 
fringe of white hair arcund the bald area of his 
head was shortened. He was given a bath, and 
his clothes were exchanged for an ill-fitting 
convict’s suit, which was agg in places, hav- 
ing before seen service. In the clerk’s office he 
received number 19,654, which represents the 
total number of convicts received since the 
founding of the prison in 1816. Fish gave his 
occupation as President of the Marine National 
Bank, and said he had had educational and re- 
ligious advantages. Fish was assigned to 
cell No. 8,inthe fourth gallery of the south 
wing, which was recently vacated by a bank 
clerk trom the interior. This afternoon he 
passed the physician's examination, and was re- 
manded to his cell to wait until something turns 
up for him todo. For dinner the bill of fare in- 
cluded corned beef, potatoes, bread, (without 
butter,) and coffee. Fish ate sparingly. He read 
much of the day, and seemed annoyed by the 
attention paid to him by the other convicts, but 
aes in the sense of holding himselt aloof trom 
them. 


SHIPWRECKED YACHTSMEN RESCUED. 
-CutcaGco, June 29.—The schooner J. S. 
Taylor, Capt. Hanson, which reached this port 
to-day, brought four shipwrecked yachtsmen 
who had been picked up in the middie of Lake 
Michigan, after being afloat in a heavy sea for 12 


hours. They were William Horner, of. Grand 
Rapids, and Walter Horner, Thomas Ray, and 
Henry Bean, of Ministee, Mich. The party left 
Manistee at 1 P. M. Saturday on the yacht 
Water Witch, intending to cross the lake to 
Sturgeon Bay. At10o0’clock at night, when all 
but Walter Horner were below asleep, the yacht 
was struck bya squall and instantly capsized. 
Walter Horner clung to the boat when she went 
overand supposed hiscompanions were drowned. 
They, however, rose to the surface and managed 
to crawl into a yawl trailing at the stern of the 
yacht. In those positions the four men reinained 
all night and until 10 o’clock Sunday morning, 
with a heavy sea breaking over them. hen 
the Taylor discovered them they were almost 
ew and could not have kept afloat much 
onger.

JEERING ROSSA IN COURT 


—___—_————— 
THE FIRST DAY OF MRS. DUDLEY’S 
TRIAL, 

SHE TAUNTS THE DYNAMITER WITH COW-- 
ARDICE AND CALLS HIM A LIAR-—HIS 
ACCOUNT OF THEIR MEETINGS. 

The woman who shot O’Donovan Rossa, 
chief of New-York dynamiters, while proffering 
him pecuniary assistance for his cause, in the 
public streets last February, was put on trial in 
the General Sessions Court yesterday. She was 
brought from her cell in the Tombs early 
dressed as jauntily as though she contemplated 
spending a day in the woods or at the seashore. 
There was not a spot on her new white lawn 
dress, not a crease in the corsage trimmings of 
black ribbon, and the imitation daisies in her 
hat looked fresh from the fields. Foran hour 
she sat in the court room utterly oblivious to 
the usual Monday morning bustle around her. 
Lawyers were struggling for early places on the 
calendar, convicted criminals came up one after 
another and received with more or less stoicism 
or tearful desrair Jong sentences of penal con- 
finement, men with idle time on their hands were 
clamoring for admission, but Rossa’s assailant 
sat pulling at the fingers of her lavender colored 
cotton gloves appafently in the deepest abstrac- 
tion until the clerk called out: 

* Lucille Yseult Dudley to the bar !”” 

The Sheriff’s man nuaged her elbow and she 
crossed the room to sit by her lawyers, ex-Judge 
William Fullerton and A. C. Butts. The first 
juror called walked into the box to try her case. 
He told the lawyers for the defense that he had 


no prejudice or conscientious scruples against 
rendering a verdict of insanity, provided it was 

roved that a person on trial was insane. Each 
Siror called was told that the prisoner at the bar 
committed an assault in the first degree **on one 
O'Donovan Kossa, with a loaded pistol, on Feb. 
2, 1885.” The12 men chosen who toox the oath 
were: 

Emanuel Simons, a jeweler. 

Charlies S. Cohn, manufacturer of quilts. 

Louis Krontnal, maker of gloves. 

George Hunzinger, manfacturer of chaira, 

Henry Maas, traveling agent. 

George Brunswick, designer. 

William Schill, maker of frames, 

Charles Diecks, clerk. 

Henry T. Blodgett, insurance agent, 

Jonn W. Muger, clers. 

George W. Phelps, framemaker. 

William L. Jenkins, Jr., broker. 

In the presentation of the case for the people 
by Assistant District Attorney Purdy, Rossa 
was described as ‘an exceedingly active adhe- 
rent to the cause of Ireland, with an office in 
Chambers-street.”.. The moment Rossa was 
called to the witness stand Mrs. Dudley’s list- 
lessness vanished. She was the embodiment of 
animated contempt and, whether by design or 
accident, conducted herseif for the rest of the 
afternoon in a manner calculated to impress the 
jury that her mind was unsound. She looked 
through her spectacles contemptuously at 
Rossa, with a cynical smile on ber lips, while he 
kissed the Bible and promised tu tell the truth. 

** Your name,” sald Mr. Purdy, ‘3 

** Jeremiah O’Donovan Rossa,” said the dyna- 
mite chief, looking over at Pat Joyce and & 
score of adherents who were watching him from 
a@ corner. 

‘* A lie already,” shouted Mrs. Dudley, “ that: 
is not hisname. Where did he get the Rossa?” 

She svoke in a shrill, petulent voice, quick,’ 
and at times indistinguisnable, very much like a: 
parrot. Rossa saw what he had to expect. He 
mopped the perspiration from his brow with a 
red bandanna and stared helplessly at the jurors, 
who in turn looked sharply at the prisoner. I 
she was acting she did it capitally. Her cheeks 
were tiushed and her blue eyes tairly snapped! 
with indignant scorn. 

“Your business?” said Mr. Purdy to Rossa. 

“A journalist,” said Rossa. 

“Poh! a dynamiter,” interrupted Mrs. Dudle» 
again, “getting money from hard-worked serv< 
ant girls.” 

Rossa looked uneasy, and glanced at Judge 
Gildersleeve. The latter made no comment on' 
the prisoner’s conduct, nor did the peopie’s coun-: 
sel offer any objection to it. Rossa proceeded to. 

ive his story of the assault. He identified the’ 
etter that Mrs. Dudley sent him from the tele- 
graph office in the Stewart Building, telling him 
that she wanted to assist him in his crusade 
against the English Government, and he toid the 
jurors about his going there to meet her in lan« 
guage very much asthe facts were published at 
the time of the occurrence. At his suggestion 
they went toa hotel to discuss matters. Mrs, 
Dudley said that she had $800 for the cause; 
which she was willing to pay in installments o 
$150 each, or thereabouts. : 

** He’s a liar!” said Mrs. Dudley. 

Rossa kept on talking, never heeding her. He 
said that he gave Mrs. Dudley some information 
she asked for, and she promised to call again. 
On the afternoon of Feb. 2 she sent another 
message by the same boy, and he went to meet 
ber as before. She said that she had the prom- 
ised money with her, and handed him a receipt 
tosign. He looked it over, and said that if she 
was anxious to help Treland there was no neces- 
sity for asking him to sign any such receipt as 
that. (The receipt, as printed at the time of the 
occurrence, wanted Rossa to promise regular 
subscriptions of his paper and to use the money 
in killing off the English. 

* You liar,’’ screamed Mrs. Dudley again: “you 
never read the receipt !”’ 

Rossa looked at the noisy woman as though he 
would take great satisfaction in pitching her 
out of the window, mopped his perspiring brow 
again, and told the jurors how the woman sud- 
denly drew a pistol from her clothing and shot 
him. Hestood up andtried to point out the 
place in his back where the bullet hit him. Mrs. 
Dudley laughed gleefully. ““Oh, you were so 
frightened, Jeremiah |!” she said. 

Rossa, in his confusion, thrust his hand into 
his trousers pocket. Mrs. Dudley noticed the 
movement and held out her hand. * Here,” she 
said, “I want that bullet back.” Under Judge 
Fullerton’s manipulation Rossa proceeded to 
give something of his history, accompanied with 
frequent nonsensical ejaculations from the wom- 
an who shot him. He told the jurors how he be- 
came a shopkeeper in Ireland, came to America 
about 1861, started a liquor saloon in Madison- 
street, ran it for three months, and then went 
back to Ireland again. A few years afterward 
he came here again on “business connected 
with revolutionary work,” and remained only a 
week. Whether it was because of the mocking 
smile of the woman who was watching him or 
the cross-questioning of the counsel, Rossa be- 
came obviously uneasy when he reached thig 
point of his story. Mrs. Dudley chuckled agair 
at his confusion, and said tauntingly: 

* Ob, Jerry, you're too nervous.” 

Rossa told tne jury how he was arrested in 
England for ** what was called treason and fel- 
ony.” He was tried by jury, convicted, and sent 
to prison. In jail he suffered torture. A com- 
mission of inquiry had him before them for 
three days. He was released in 1871 on condition 
that he would come to America and not go back 
to Great Britain again for 20 vears. 

** Were you not released by royal mercy on 
petition ?” asked Mr. Butts. 

**T don’t call it mercy,” said Rossa, “‘ and I did 
not petition.” 

* Did you not see the words ‘royal mercy’ in 
your order of release ?” 

* I did, I suppose, but I didn’t care for the 
wording of it. I wanted to get out of jail.” 

* Oh, Rossa,” said Mrs. Dudley, “if we had you 
in England bow we would hound the life out of 
you |” 

Rossa looked as though he did not doubt it, if 
the jeering woman in front of him wasany cri- 
terion. Judge Fullerton made Rossa talk about 
his weekly paper and identify several copies of 
it. Rossa said it had a circulation “ of 4,000 or 
5,000 copies in all parts of the country.” There 
wasa storm of opposition from the prosecution 
when Judge Fullerton started to read Rossa’s 
editorials in court. Mr. Purdy claimed that it 
had nothing to do with the cuse. ** Rossa is not 
on trial,” he said. 

* You are mistaken,” said Judge Fullerton, 
** Rossa is on trial.” 

** He isn’t,” insisted Mr. Purdy. ‘* Rossa did 
not shoot anybody.” 

**He shoot |”? chattered the prisoner again. 
* He’s too big a coward.” 

Judge Fullerton utilized the incident to make 
an impressive littie defense of his client. It was 
obvious, he claimed, from her conduct, that she 
was not a fit person to testify in her own behalf, 
and he wanted to read someof the “infamous 
and infernal” articies that Rossa nad pubiished 
to show how they operated on the minds of just 
such people as Mrs. Dudley. The court allowed 
the reading, and the jurors listened to columns 
of Rossa’s florid exclamations of triumph over 
the explosion in the Houses of Parliament last 
January and advocating a continuance of the 
policy. Rossa looked proud of it. 

* You wrote that, did you not?” asked Judge

“ Don’t show the white feather, Donovan,” ex- 
claimed Mrs, Dud ey again, “If I were a coward 
I would not show it.” 

Rossa said that the woman did not shoot him 
in the hotel, because be was face to face with 
her all the time. 

“ Do you think your face would have prevent- 
ed me ?”’ she said sneeringly. 

Rossa ieft the witness stand and hurried past 
Mrs. Dudley to get his broad-brimmed hat. 
“Oh, for God’s sake don’t kill me!’ she ex- 
claimed in mock borror, imitating the ery she 
claims that Rossa made after she shot him. 
Rossa paid no attention to the remark, but 
made forthe door. As he rattled down the iron 
stairs these words floated after him: ‘God save 
the Queen. Down with the dynamiters.” 

After the victim of her hate had gone Mrs. 
Dudley became comparatively as quiet as she 
had been noisy when he was present. City Mar- 
shal James McFariey said that when he took the 
smoking pistol from Mrs. Dudley’s hand, imme- 
diately after the shooting, she told him that she 
shot Rossa bacause he was an enemy to her 
country. She was quiet. self-possessed, and do- 
tile, walking arm in arm with him to the City 
Hail police station. Sergt. Gaynor, who put her 
pdd name on the blotter in the station, said that 
she told him she shot Rossa simply because he 
was Rossa. Sheacted likea woman who knew 
what she was about. 

The doctor who attended Rossa at the Cham- 
ders-Street Hospital is gone from there and 
oteeeng from the city. His deposition to the 

oroner will be read to-day, and then the prose- 
zution will rest its case. 





DYING FROM A CARBUNCLE. 


6 J. HART FOUND DEAD IN BED AT HIS 
SUMMER RESIDENCE. 

8. J. Hart, a lifelong resident of this 
¢ity, was found dead in bed at Heart’s Ease, his 
Summer residence, on Storm King Mountain, 
last Sunday morning. His death was caused by 
a carbuncle on his neck. Ten days previous to 
his death the carbuncle first showed itself in the 
form of a pimple the size of a pin head. When 
touched it would cause a sharp paia to shoot 
through the neck. Mr. Hart, who was then at 
his home in this city, No. 58 West Fifty-sixth- 
street, called on his family physician to know 
what the little sore might be. The doctor saw 
nothine serious in it, and predicted that it 
would pass away in the course of a day or two. 
Mr. Hart accordingly went to Heart’s Ease. 

Notwithstanding the predictions of the doctor 
the pimple began to increase in size and make 
itself very painful. The patient, being an inva- 
lid from rheumatic gout, had for years been ex- 
ceedingly careful of his physica! condition, and 
he began to be alarmed. Dr. W. H. Vail, of Corn- 
wall, was sent for, and he examined the swelling, 
which was now about the size ofa thimble. He 
was at first inclined to believe, with the city phy- 
sician, thatit would disappear in a day ortwo. On 
a second examination, however, he pronounced 
it a carbuncle of the mo-t active sort. Five 
days after the pimple appeared it had increased to 
the size of a silver dollar, and eaten fully a 
quarter of an inch into the flesh. It became so 
painful that the patient had to be kept continu- 
ally under the influence of anodynes, and deatb 
was only a question of a few days. When Mr, 
Hart breathed bis last the carbuncie was about 
the size of a man’s hand and had eaten over an 
inch into the fiesh. It had not reached any vital 
part of the system, neither had blood poisoning 
set in, as is customary in such cases, but it had 
caused more of astrain on the system than the 

tient’s weakened constitution could bear. Dr. 

ail says that he never saw a carbuncle as large 
as that which caused the death of Mr. Hart. 

The deceased was 65 years old, and had been 
retired from active business tor over 20 years. 
In time past he has held a number of prominent 
positions in Jewish institutions. He was one of 
the founders of the Hebrew Benevolent and Or- 
phan Asylum Society in this city, and fora 
time was its President. He also helped to found 
the Irving Insurance Company and the Irving 
National Bank, and was # Director in each. He 
was foratime President of the Shaarai Tephila, 
the Jewish churchin West Forty-fourth-street.

A COLD WAVE AT HAND.

BVERCOATS AND WRAPS CALLED OUT BY 
A SUDDEN FALL IN TEMPERATURE. 

The big thermometer at Hudnut’s in- 
ficated a temperature of 84° at 3 o’clock yester- 
fay afternoon. Six hours later the mercury in 
the same thermometer was down to 62°. This 
extraordinary change was brought about by a 
gusty visit from a cold wave which had been 
traveling in this direction from the Northwest 
for three days. The chilling winds began to 
whistle into New-York early in the evening and 
they increased in severity asthe night wore on.

There was very 
little rain west of New-York yesterday, but 
there was a great deal of Gampnessin the New- 
Engiand States during the forenoon. The in- 
formation received at the Signal Service Bureau, 
ontop of the Equitable Building, sbowed a fair 
average Summer temperature throughout the 
country at3 P.M. In Philadelphia the mercury 
stood at 79°; in New-Orleans, 91°; in St. Louis, 
76°: in Cincinnati, 72°; Fort Garry, Manitoba, 
80°, and Jacksonville, 95°. Boston’s temperature 
was 66°. 
The effects of last night's cold visitation will 
probably be felt by New- Yorkers during the next 
hours. When the windstorm was at its 
height it was biowing at the rate of 26 and 28 
miles an bour. The streets were uncomfortably 
breezy for pedestrians, Hats developed an incor- 
rigible fondness for dancing along the gutters, 
and the air was full of flying splinters and dust. 
Swinging street signs creaked harshly, windows 
rattled, and ash boxes and barrels hopped about 
like animated things. The wind blew a mild 
gale inthe barbor and caused some annoyance 
to the smailer craft, which found it difficult to 
maintain their moorings. 





TUGBOAT CREWS IN A ROW. 
Between the officers and crews of the 
tugboats Mischief and Martha Bogart, which ply 
on Newtown Creek, there has long existed a 
rivalry of the most bitter kind. Yesterday 
morning the Martha Bogart was tied up at the 
bridge crossing at Grand-street taking in water, 


when the Mischief steamed up for the same pur- 
pose. The Mischief bumped up against the 
other tug with considerable force, and the two 
Captains bezan to abuse each other. Capt. Rus- 
sell, of the Mischief, ordered tne Bogart out of 
the way, and to enforce his orJer jumped out, 
xe in hand,and began cutting away at the 
awser. One of the Bogart’s crew tried to 
stop him, and be made a vicious cut at him with 
his axe, but missed his aim. Before he could 
strike again Nicholas Norton, the Bogart’s en- 
ineer, jumped ashore aud struck Russell on the 
ead with an iron bar, knocking bim down. 
Then Jacob Exland, a mulatto deck band on the 
Mischief, picked up the axe and dealt Norton a 
heavy blow across the back. Exiand and Rus- 
sell then sprang on board the Mischief and 
steamed rapidly away. Norton was taken to St. 
Catherine’s Hospital, where it was found that 
several of his ribs had been broken, and he had 
pustained other internal injuries which, the doc- 
tors say, will probably _ tatal. Detectives 
succeeded in arresting Russell and all the mem- 
bers of his crew except Exiand.

BROOKLYN PLAYERS PAY OFF 
SOME OLD SCORES. 

THE CHAMPIONS RETIRED WITH NINE GOOSE 
EGGS—DETROIT WINS A GAME FROM 
THE NEW-YORK GIANTS. 

The Brooklyn players retired the Metro- 
politan nine for nine successive innings yester- 
day without allowing them to score a run.

DECLINE OF FRENCH COOKING. 

Paris Correspondence of the London World. 

There is one matter in which Paris is de- 
clining evefy year—Il mean cookery. The in- 
crease of clubs where bathelors find a house 
dinner at a moderate price has deprived the 
high-class restaurants of a vonsiderable number 
of customers whose place has been taken by 
foreigners. Now, the foreigner is looked upon 


in most countries as legitimate prey, and expe- 
rience bas shown the Parisian restaurant keeper 
that the foreigner is generally willing to pay 
dear for poor food served with a certain luxury 
of accessories. Another large element in the 
customers of the dear restaurants is la haute 
noce—that is to say, the young men who waste 
their substance on picturesque young ladies who 
have deviated from the path of virtue. These 
young men are not gourmets, and when they 
order dinners in those private rooms 
which every Parisian restaurant must have, 
they often regard the divan as the plat 
de résistance. The gourmet is rare; good 
cooks are rare: and however regardless one may 
be of expense, I do not know a single restaurant 
in modern Paris where you may go unannounced 
and be absolutely sure of having a delicate and 
faultiess dinner. Thisstatement may seem to be 
sweeping, but lam speaking from experience; 
and even in the three most famous and most ex- 
pensive establishments of Paris I bave souvenirs 
of unartistic cooking, coal-fire roasting, and 
economical sauces. French queens nowadays, 
both in restaurants and in private houses, with 
very rare exceptions, is lacking in imagjnation; 
the carte is limited; you get the same dinner 
everywhere, and you feel that you are in the 
bands of acook who has studied a couple of 
years, mastered a dozen recipes, and then taken 
a place of, chef. Formerly, in the_ classical 
days of French cooking, a chef would 
study 15 or 20 years before he would venture to 
preside over the saucépans of a grand seigneur 
or of a renowned restaurant. As for the res- 
taurants of the Champs Elysées—the famous 
Ambassadeurs, Ledoyen’s, and Laurent’s—their 
proprietors are taking undue advantage of their 
privileged situation; the cooking there is medi- 
ocre, the service very bad, and the prices are 
calculated with a view to making rapid fortunes 
on a basis of large profits. Then where can one 
dine in Paris? Ido not know. There are ep = 
a dozen private houses where you can dine deli- 
cately on real meat and fish, prepared according 
to the precepts of the classical French cuisine, 
but pt gag Aro penetrate these sanctu- 
aries of art. The gourmet’s occupation its gone 
in Paris if he is condemned to eat In reataurants; 
he can rarely hope to dine; he must be content 
to absorb food simply in order to repair the 
waste of tissue.

PHILADELPHIA, June 29.—Over a thou- 
sand men went to Pastime Park this afternoon 
to witness an advertised wrestling match be- 
tween Joe Acton, of this city, and Carl Abs, of 
Germany. Posters had been spread about the 
city announcing that England would be pitted 
against Germany forthe championship of the 
world and $1,000.

GREELEY LADIES WHO FOUND GETTING UP 
EARLY DIDN’T PAY. 
From the Greeley (Col.) Tribune, June 24. 
The announcement that the “ round-up” 
would be at the mouth of Crow Creek on Thurs- 
day induced many of our citizens of the "*ten- 
derfoot” section to avail themselves ot the only 
opportunity they would have during the year 
to see a *“*round-up” at so short a distance from 
Greeley. For this putfpose many were up by 
8:30 o'clock on Thursday morning and ready for 


an early start in order to reach their destination 
before the day’s work began. The morning was 
delightfully cool and the ride very pleasant. 
Arriving at the place about 7 o’clock, no cattle 
were to be seen, but ina short time large herds 
were yo oe at different points, and at 9 o’clock 
some 3, head of range cattle were gathered 
on the plains near the Piatte River. In 
this herd were many different brands. Dur- 
ing the day these brands were ‘“‘cut out’? from 
the main herd, and each brand kept in a bunch 
by itself. After this work was finished the cat- 
tle were all started north, except the ‘70 
brand, belonging to Gale & Peasley. These were 
driven to a corral, where a fire was kindled and 
the branding performed. This seemed very 
cruel work—lassoing a small calf either by the 
neck or hind legs, and dragging it to the fire, 
where its left ear was cut off and two large 
brands burned on the left side, the animal 
always manifesting great pain.

From a Lecture by Baron Hitbner. 

The Englishman is intelligent, active, 
and brave to rashness. He lovés and seeks dan- 
ger, and is pleased with venturous, even hope- 
leas, tasks. Many are ruined in this way, but 
many more come out victorious from the con- 


flict. 1t is a-.succession of triumphs and catas- 
trovhes, but the triumphs are more numerous. 
In this respect the fate of singie Englishmen and 
the history of their nation arealike. It isa char- 
acteristic of the Anglo-Saxon race. I will utter 
no word of blame at this; on the contrary, I ap- 
preciate ths irresistible desire, the violent 
onging toward the wide horizon of the 
unknown, I feel the nameless, mysterious 
charm of danger. But he who dates much 
risks great loss, The history of India and of the 
English colonies is rich in catastrophe which, 
with less rashness and more caution, could have 
been avoided. The German is calm and loves 
not danger for its own sake. He does not seek 
it, but if he tinds himself in it he looks it in the 
face without terror. He has all the qualities 
which distinguish the Englishtian, with some- 
what less of the initiative, because less inclined 
to embark in adventures. He is sensible, sober, 
thrifty, less anxious to grow rich in ashort time, 
and has a better school education. I speak here 
of the colonizing portion of both peoples. Take 
them all in all, the English and German emi- 
grants have equal advantages. They hold the 
alance even.

DESCENDANTS OF THOSE LESS KNOWN. 

Washington Letter to the Cleveland Leader. 

A brother of Vice-President Wilson is a 
guide in the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
at a dollar anda half a day, and President Cleve- 
land is asked to give him something better. It 
is curious how the same blood which produces 
greatness in one member of 4 family produces 
mediocrity or worse in another. I know ofa 
Senator’s brother who is glad to hold a laborer’s 
place about the Senate Chamber, and I can count 
my fingers full of the sons of Senators, Gen- 
erals, and Presidents who louf about Washington 
disgracing the tracks which their fathérs hon- 
ored. Theson of one of the most noted of the 
lawyers of Washington a generation ago will 
now be giad of an offer of a drink at a second- 
class bar, and there isa sonof a great Senator 
and former Minister to England, whom you may 
see any night about Willard’s Hotel, who is good 
for nothing but loafing. I know a President’s 
son who asked fora drink the other day of the 
livery stable keeper who used to hire out to him 
four-in-hands while his father was in the White 
House, and there are working in the depart- 
ments here the sons of the best men the country 
have produced. 

Some sons of great men, however, are turning 
out well. Senator Ingalishasa boy in Kansas 
who, it is said, promises to be as bright as him- 
self. Oliver P. Morton'’sson has grown ito very 
good standing as a young lawyer at Indianapolis, 
and the son of Stephen A. Douglas has just 
called attention to his abilities by his speech at 
Chicago. nt aah 4 A. Wise left a bright boy in the 
person of John 8. Wise, who. was in the last Con- 
gress, and young Breckinridge, who made the 
stirring speech at the Chicaro Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, isa fit offspring of the great 
Kentuckian. It is a pity that Tom Sherman 
went into the priesthood, for I have under- 
stood that he embodies much of the high 
quality of brains possessed by his family. 

he arfield boys are said be bright 
young men,and Robert Lincoln has many of 
the attributes of his great father. Gen. Grant 
will die and leave no fitting representative. Gen. 
Logan has a boy at West Point, and it is not pos- 
sible to predict much of him at present. Sen- 
ator Blaine’s sons, though bright enough for 
ordinary life, have not the ability of their 
father, and the son of Chester A. Arthur isa 
nice boy with the girls, but has as yet developed 
no great tendencies elsewhere. Senator Mahone 
has a boy who made an ass of himself last Win- 
ter, and Holman’s son did likewise. The ‘Hayes 
boys are yet; young, and they may develop as 
time goes on. Andrew Johnson left no descend- 
ants of nrominence, and Grover Cleveland has 
no child he can call his own. 

An intimate Indiana friend of Oliver P. Mor- 
ton talked to me last night about him. Said he: 
** Morton was one of the greatest men we ever 
had, and, like many of our great men, he killed 
himself by overwork. During the currenov dis- 
cussion I used often to go into his room at the 
Ebbitt House. [ would find him in bed looking 
very pale and sick, with a stack of books around 
him. He would be sitting up in bed, propped 
up with pillows, studying for his speeches of the 
next day. He was one of the few Senators who 
handled the currency question well. 

** Morton's first speech in the Senate,” contin- 
ued this man, *“* made him a leader. It was on 
reconstruction, and it thrust him at once to the 
head of the Republican Party in the Senate 
when such men as Carpenter, Conkling, and 
Sumner were in it. Atthe close of this speech 
Charles Sumner walked over to Morton’s desk 
and shook him bythe hand. Hethensaia: * Mr. 
Morton, I want to thank you for that speech. 
It was a noble effort. When you started out I 
wondered what kind of a structure you were 
going to raise. As you went on I saw that you 
understood themasonry. When you finished the 
splendid structure was wonderfuliy complete.’ ” 

** Was not Morton a great deal Jike Lincoln ?" 
IT asked. 

“Yes,” was the reply. ‘He had a wonderful 
amount of good horse sense, and his foresight 
was remarkable. He knew the workings of 
men’s hearts and minds *o well that he could 
foresee what they would do under given cir- 
cumstances. When the suffrage of the negro 
was talked of in the Senate he spoke against it, 
and told the Republicans it would act as a boom- 
erang, and would result in giving the South 
more representation in proportion to their num- 
bers than thev badever had. The party would 
not believe him, but what he prophesied has 
come true. 

** Oliver P. Morton,” said this man, “ was the 
kindest man I have ever known. He had noth- 
ing of the smallness of the little great man 
about him. He loved children, and was just as 
kind toa boy astoaman. He treated the coal 
heaver as well as his brother Senator. I will 
never forget the first time I called upon him at 
Washington. I wasa bov then. Isent up my 
card to his room and a servant was ordered to 
show me up. I was ushered into a room 
full of Congressmen, ladies, and statesmen, 
any one of whom I would have been embar- 
rassed to meet. Mr. Morton shook me by the hand, 
and said, ‘How are you, my boy. I gota letter 
from your father to-day, and have just been 
reading it.’ He thenintroduced me to the peo- 
ple present as one of his particular friends, and 
then, after a time, seeing that I was terribly em- 
barrassed, he told me to call upon him Sunday 
morning when none of these people would be 
present, and we could have a long talk about 
home matters. I went on Sunday, and we talked 
for two hours together. Mr. Morton was the 
friend of the boys of this town. They all liked 
him, most of them knew him, and when he died 
they mourned him as one of their own fellows.” 


GARFIELD’S LIFE AND WORK.

THOMAS L. JAMES AND CG. O. ROCKWELL 

SPEAK AT A TEMPERANCE GATHERING. 
One hundred ladies and gentlemen met 
at No. 208 Eighth-avenue last evening to cele- 
brate the third anniversary of the James A. Gar- 
field Lodge, No. 61, Independent Order of Good 
Templars. Aftera musical programme had been 
acceptably rendered, ex-Postmaster-General 
Thomas L. James was introduced as one of the 
original 27 Templars and as a member of the 
Garfield Cabinet. ‘The first thing I wish to do,” 
said Mr. James, “‘is to deny the common expres- 
sion that Garfield died at the right time for his 


own reputation and the country’s wolfare. If we 
are to judge of a man’s future actions by the 
example of his past—and I know no other 
way-—it is impossible for a fair-minded man to 
assert that James A. Garfield's death benefited 
~~ one. His Administration was founded upon 
afree ballot, an honest count, & tunded debt 
protectiou to manufacttirers, and the reform of 
the civil service. His efforts of a few short 
months inthe cause of reform did more good 
than all the work of his predecessors. hen 
he called Lis Cabinet to his bedside a few days 
hefore he died, he grasped me by the hand and 
whispered, * MY dear old fellow, how much have 
ou saved?’ And I venture to say thatif Pres- 
dent Garfield had lived his Administration 
would have been otie of the most glorious this 
country has ever seen.” The speaker described 
Gen. Garfield’s character as one of joy and hap- 
piness, trusting all those around him, but loy- 
ing above all else his home and its inmates. 
amden O. Rockwell, a brother-in-law of the 
dead President, read a very interesting lecture on 
Gen. Garfield's life, private and public. He told 
many incidents of the General’s early lMfe, its 
trials and struggles, and his great appreciation 
of the humorous side of everything. As Presi- 
dent of Hiram College, where the lecturer wasa 
student, the General was an idol, and when he 
organized ati Ohio regiment during thé war 
nearly every eligible student in the school 
hastened to join it. Mr. Rockwell closéd by as- 
serting, on the strength of his own experience 
during that long Summer,that President Garfield 
died from blood poisoning, brought on by in- 
correct treatment, and not from the effect of 
Guiteau’s bullet.

TWO BIRD STORIES FROM HARTFORD 
From the Hartford (Conn.) Courant, June 29. 
One day last Spring a resident of the 
north end had his attention called to an oriole 
that was apparently in some serious trouble. 
Examination showed that it was fastened to a 
limb by one of its nest strings. A lad disengaged 
itand it flew away. Later in the day the boy 
saw a bird fluttering in the grass, and after catch-

It was 
freed again, and returned to its nesting 
place. Nothing more was thought of the 
matter until one day last week. The 
family had noticed the constant chirping of a 
young bird for several days, and it became so 
annoying that a search was made and one of the 
young orioles was found hanging from the nest 
on thesame limb where the old one was caught. It 
had a hair twisted around one leg and so bound 
that 1¢ had cut into theleg asit grew and dis- 
abled it.

There was much 
hope of the result, but one day last week, when 
it was thought the cherries were about ripe, a 
member of the family went out to tty them.

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THE CRATER OF VESUVIUS 


—_——o-———— 

A HELL OF SULPHUR, FIRE, CIN- 
DERS, AND REDHOT STONES, 
THE ADVENTURES AND REWARD OF A PARTY 
OF SCOTS WHO RECENTLY CLIMBED THE 

LABORING MOUNTAIN. 

One of a party of hardy Scots, who, hear- 
fnmg that Mount Vesuvius was in astate of fer- 
ment, determined to, and did, ascend the labor- 
ing pile, wrote from San Remo, on May 22, tothe 
Edinburgh Scotsman an account of the advent- 
ure, in part as follows: Horses and a guide 
were awaiting usat 1A. M. It wasa beautiful, 
clear, cold, starry morning, and we all felt in the 
best of spirits. We trotted about in any order. 
We saluted a few belated marketmen returning 
from Naples, but they were all evidently asleep 
in their wagons, and gave us noresponse. At 
last we turned off the mam road and made 
straight through narrow lanes for the burning 
mountain. It seemed to be in good working 
order—the fire fountain playing on the sum- 
mit, the streams of lava pouring down its 
sides and collecting into five red glow- 
ing caldrons) We were here going In- 
dian file—first our guide mounted on a 
light chestnut horse that we christened 
Vesuvius; then my friend on a_ restless 
white animal, whose name was “Garibaldi;” 
myself on “ Macaroni," and Jast of all the lady 


of the company on ** Mary Stuart,” to the tail 
of which a boy, who was to take back the 
horses, firmly held on, and, haif asleep, was 
being dragged along. At 3P.M. the tramp of 
our martial steeds woke the echoes of two sieep- 
ing hamlets—‘** Bosco tre Case” and ‘“ Bosco 
Reaie,”’ “Tne Wood of Three Houses,” and 
“The Royal Wood.” Beyond this our path lay 
between fields or vines, and then, the mountain 
proper being reached by zigzag paths, among 
cinders and scoriz, gradualiy approaching the 
streams of burning lava. By 4 o’oclock we 
reached a littie plateau called the Atrio del Ca- 
vailo, where we all dismounted to make the 
further ascent of the mountain on foot, 
it being too steep and rugged to take 
the horses. This plateau was nearly on a 
level with the termini of the streams of 
burning lava. Skirting the mountain toward 
the sea, we wentto examine these. We were 
struck with the mannerin which the lava ad- 
vances. This is notina thin stream, but ina 
huge pile, 30 or 40 feet deep, of wedge-like form. 
The surface of this had, to a certain extent, 
coolea and dulled; inside it was glowing red. The 
onward movement of these streams was caused 
by the enormous weight of lava pushing from 
behind. lts movement wasthus by throbs and 
pulsations. They were also extended and wid- 
ened by the lava constantly falling over its sides 
and face, exactly as an embankment is enlarged 
by material being conveyed along itstop and 
tilted over the edge. We now returned tothe 
Atrio del Cavalio and continued our ascent. 

After a half hour’s struggle among loose 
ashes we came to slopes of lava, the appearance 
of which was most striking. It exactly resem- 
bled the entrails of a great monster, literally 
“the bowels of the earth.” Again we passed 
through ashes, and in some places, where the 
former were very steep and deep, a sort of 
scorixe Causeway was laid to assist the toilsome 
ascent. We were now thankful to reach a “ half- 
wry house,” or rather a sort of * rest-and-be 
thankful” sheltered seat formed of blocks of 
lava. Day was now beginning to dawn, and 
what a marveious panorama we looked down 
upon! Away to the southeast were the 
Abruzzi Mountains, whose snowy peaks 
were just catching and glittering in the 
rays ot the rising sun; to the southwest 
were the islands of Capri and Ischia, throwing 
off a thin mantle of mist in which they had 
passed the night; nearer at hand the loveiy con- 
tour of the Bay of Naples, with its smiling yil- 
lages; a little way inland, the red ruins of 
Pompeii, in the midst of green fields and pleas- 
ant woods; while, in contrast to all that fertility 
and life and beauty, we had around usa scene 
of utter silence and desolation. Not a speck of 
green, not a bird, not an insect; no life—only 
fields on flelds of lava and scoriv and ashes. 
The silence from time to time was broken, but 1t 
was only by the low mutterings and growlings 
of the mountain, that always heralded an up- 
heaval of lava and débris. 

Again we bent our steps upward, going zig- 
zag among scoriz and lava, passing various 
littie extinct craters, until we came to where the 
mountain was hotand where white sulphurous 
smoke was rising all about. Here another hait 
was called and the guide went off to explore. He 
soon returned and bade us follow. We could 
not go higher at this point forsmoke and falling 
stones, and so he struck across the mountain in 
the Naples direction, We soon saw where we 
were—at the fountain head of the two streams 
of burning lava. These we must cross before 
we could make a further ascent. The guide 
stepped very cautiously on the vlack, cooling 
crusts of lava, and we followed. We were sur- 
rounded at times with sulphuroussmoke, Our 
feet felt blistering in our boots. The lava 
creaked and cracked, but we passed lightly 
on. A little dog ad followed us trom 
the hotel; its piteous cries attracted us. 
The poor creature was having its feet sorely 
burned; so we took it upand carried it. But 
now we were safely over and could examine 
more closely the phenomena. We approached 
as near the streams of burning lava as its scorch- 
ing heat permitted. We saw it issuing from what 
looked like huge, black, cast-iron cylinders. 
These were formed of the outer rim of lava that 
had gradually cooled somewhat aud hardened. 
The burning mass moved constantly, but not 
equally. It seemed to pulsate and throb in its 
flowing—to be jerked out of the cylinders. As 
it advanced down the mountain it grew in 
width and height, because always cooling, 
and became less liquid until it ended in 
tbe great piles that we first saw. I 
think the worst and most dangerous part of 
the whole ascent had now to be made. This was 
an almost perpendicular cone of loose ashes. At 
every step we sank to the knees, so our progress 
was exceedingly slow. Right below us were the 
burning streams of lava, into which it seemed 
we were bound to slide. Above us was the 
crater, whose thunderings we could hear and 
whose tremblings at times we thought we felt. 
Breathless and exhausted, we frequently lay 
down among the ashes. But at last we gained 
the summit, and all our exertions were reward- 
ed. Suchasigbt! Thecraterof Vesuvius! A 
perfect hell of sulphur, fireand smoke, cinders 
and ashes, and redhot stones; its flooring of 
hardened lava everywhere rent by seams and 
cracks and yawning chasms emitting stifling 
vapors, while in the midst of it all rose the last 
formed central cone of smoking débris, belching 
forth clouds of suiphurous vapor, and at in- 
tervais with loud thunderings, and with an ef- 
fort that shook the mountain, throwing like a 
mighty fire fountain showers of rock and scorise 
high into the air. Amid the terror of the scene 
there was an element of great beauty. The rich 
and varied coloring that everywhere prevailed 
was wonderful, from the purest white up through 
all shades of yellow and rich orange to deepest 
reds, the deposits of salts and sulphur and iron 
and chemical matters. 

Near the cone there were two tremendous 
chasms. To the edge of these we could approach, 
The guide explained that they opened a week 
ago, when the present eruption took place. 
They were the reservoirs from which flowed the 
two rivers of lava that were now coming down 
the mountain’s sides. The guide did not wish us 
to linger, so we undid our baskets and set about 
having breakfast. It was now 6 o'clock, and we 
thought we had earned this meal aftera five 
hours’ climb. But our appetites were not worthy 
of the occasion; a little seemed to satisfy us, 
There was some excuse for this, for the thin 
crust of lava on which we sat was hot and trem- 
bling, and the “crater,”’so far from being ap- 
peased by our presence, seemed to be extra 
irritable; for we had scarcely started breakfast, 
and were doing admirably, when, with a noise 
like thunder, he cast a cloud of smoke over and 
about us, which hastened our bidding him 
“good morning.”

June 29.—During the 
week a game of baseball had been advertised to 
take place here yesterday between the Milwau- 
kee ** Reds” and the Kenosha * Regulars.” At 
the appointed hour the ball grounds were 
tbronged by nearly 5,000 spectators. While the 
fifth inning was being played the Sheriff and 
posse arrived with warrants, and amid wild con- 
fusion the players were arrested and taken 
before Judge Paddock fora hearing. The com- 

laining witnesses were the Rev. W. L. Bray, 

astor of the Congregational Church, and the 
Rev. R. Miller, ex-Pastor of the same flock, 
Hissing and shouting followed each step of the 
proceedings. The preachers stated that they did 
not desire to prosecute, but had stopped the 
game as an intimation of what might be ex- 
pected in the future.

BAD FEELING AGAINST A PRIEST, 


WHAT CAUSED THE RIOT IN TOLEDO ON 
LAST SUNDAY, 

ToLEDo, Ohio, June 29.—The priest of 
the parish in which the riot occurred yesterday 
isthe Rev. Viucent Sewandowski. He has for 
the past three years in some way made himself 
obnoxious to a portion of his flock, but has here- 
tofore refused to resign, asserting that the 
Bishop would not fill his place should he leave. 
Yesterday, however, he gave notice from 
the pulpit that he would leave to-day. 
This seemed to infuriate his friends, and 
shortly after the close of services, an angry 


crowd collected and went to the saloon of Peter 
Szelaszkiewicz, who was strongly suspected of 
being implicated in the attempt to blow up the 
priest’s house a week ago. A fight was soon 
started, Szeluszkiewicz was driven from the 
house and several shots fired at him, but he es- 
caped with a wound in the hand. The mob 
then attacked the house of Albert Dolkow- 
ski, close by, and entering the premises, dragged 
him and his wife out and shot him several times 
and beat him terribly over the head with clubs, 
killing him. His wife was also badly clubbed and 
is likely to die. 

The mob completely demolished the house, 
During the riot many shots were fired, one strik- 
ing a bystander named Martin Dobroczki and 
instantly killing him. Several persons engaged 
in the fight were more or less injured. he 
scene of the riot is over two miles from the po- 
lice station, buta force ot policemen were on 
the ground as soon as possible, and arrested 12 
or 15 o0f the leading rioters. Not less than 100 
men, women, and children were engaged in the 
fight. A force of policemen were detailed to 
keep the peace for tbe night, the excitement be- 
ing intense. 

Up to noon to-day 22 men and 5 women 
had been placed under arrest for com- 
plicity in the riot. several of these are 
slightly wounded—bearing cuts, bruises, or 
broken fingers. The parties directly implicated 
in yesterday’s murders are doubtiess already in 
custody, aithough not yet identified. Other ar- 
rests will follow until all the suspected persons 
have been secured. No further disturbances 
have taken place. The Pastor of the Polish 
church publishes a statement, in which he at- 
tributes the difficulty toa hitter hostility song 
entertained toward him and his work by the 
vicious and criminal element of the parish, 
whose acts have been severely denounced by 
bim. A portion of his people supported and de- 
fended him most zealously, and his determina- 
tion to relinquish his charge, announcement of 
which was made yesterday, precipitated the con- 
ict between the factions.

A LIGHT WHEAT CROP, UNCERTAINTY ABOUT 
CORN, BUT PLENTY OF OATS, 
CuIcaGco, June 29.—The following will 
appear in the Farmers’ Review to-morrow, as the 
result of asummary of the crop reports up to 
the close of the present month: 


‘A few reports have been made that the wheat 
crop would prove to be better than has been 
estimated, yet what has developed to make any 
changes in former estimates as made by the Re- 
view on June 1 as to the yield of wheat—830,000,- 
000 bushels—we confess we are at a loss to know. 
All reports for the last 14 days have shown an 
increased development of chess, a steady run- 
ning down of the general prospects, and more 
or less damage from Hessian fiy. Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky were the first States 
tbat early in the season gave us any idea 
of the damage to the crop. They are now 
the States that are harvesting, andif reports 
from the other Winter wheat States are as bad 
as reports which have been received trom these 
States as to yield of Winter wheat, it would look 
to-day as if the lowest estimate ov the crop was 
ahigh one. Wheat for Fall seeding will absorb 
avery large proportion of what is now called 
the invisible supply. In fact, itis quite a serious 
question where clean and pure seed wheat is to 
be obtained this Fail. Inquiries are now being 
made for this article for seeding purposes from 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Kansas, Missouri, and 
Southern Illinois. The Spring wheat situation, 
as the season advances, shows somewhat of a 
spotted character, but conditions are fairly 
promising. The crop seemsto be more or less 
weedy, and, particularly in the northern areas, 
no more rain is needed to mature the crop. 

“We ourht at this date to have some reasona- 
bly fair assurance of the outcome of the corn 
crop, but as yet all that can be said is that the 
corn crop has been subjected to wet and back- 
ward weather, and that replanting has been very 
general. The crop to-day is fairly clean, free of 
weeds, and on this side of the Mississippi River 
has generally been well cultivated. There is 
very littie need to worry about the crop at pres- 
ent. Julyand August are the months which 
make the corn crop. 

“Oats are heading out in many areas very 
short, but the acreage is so immense that, with 
no disaster at barvest, we ought to cut another 
very large crop.” 


NEVER HEARD A SERMON PREACHED. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican, June 28. 

The good Baptist people who attended 
the convention at Holyoke Wednesday were 
told something which has set many of them to 
thinking. The Rey. John Shepardson, of 
Greenfield, during the afternoon session, told of 
s0me missionary work which is being done in 
Monroe, a place of 200 or more inhabitants, near 
the State line. He said that till within afew 
months ago the people of that place bad never 
heard an evangelical sermon. This matter was 
recently brought up at a convention held in 
Franklin County, and he was appointed to look 
after thetown. He went there and held a meet- 
ing at which 50 people assembied, some being 
drawn thither from a distance to see what the 
meeting was like. The people were interested 
and the matter of a church was broached. The 
re ape are poor, honest farmers, having very 

ittle money, but they offered ** muscle and tim- 
ber.”” The County Convention took the matter 
in band, but North Adams people had heard of 
the state of affairs,and were doing somethin 
for the place. Thechurch has been organised, 
and has 30 members, and an effort is being made 
to erect a building to cost $1,000 or $1,500. The 
Rev. Mr. Shepardson was told of a case where a 
—— woman ws dying of consumption who 

ad never heard a Gospei sermon in her life. 
The town bas never had a physician, lawyer, 
minister, or grog shop, and some of the young 
men have never seen a drunkard in their lives, 
Collections are to be taken in all the Sunday 
schools inthe Westfield Baptist Association in 
July to aid the work in Monroe.

WORCESTER, Mass., June 29.—The Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania crew arrived this noon, ac- 
companied by Ellis Ward, their trainer, and Mr. 
Hunter, a member of the Regatta Committee of 
the Intercollegiate Association. The latter 
says R.C. Watson, of Harvard, will probably be 


referee. The Pennsylvanias went over the 
course this afternoon in the paper shell in which 
they won Saturday’s race at Pniladelphia. They 
did not row with the precision and style 
which characterizes the work of the Cornell 
crew, but this is perhaps due to the fact 
that they haven't recovered from the faticue 
of their ali-night railroad ride. The Bowdoins 
and Cornelis were also out, although the prac- 
tice of the former was cut short by the stroke 
breaking his oar short off at the rowlock.

MONTREAL TRADERS IN TROUBLE. 

MONTREAL, June 29.—Some of the lead- 
ing wholesale houses have got into trouble with 
customs Officers in reference to recent importa- 
tions of Paris green. These merchants imported 


quantities of the green from New-York, paying 
12% cents per pound onit there. The Appraiser, 
however, refu-ed to accept this as the true price, 
and not only charged them as much duty asif 
the goods were worth 17 cents, but also fined 
them all for undervaiuing, though they insist 
they paid but 124 cents per pound for the green. 
The matter has been referred to Ottawa.

A CORRECTION FROM MR. ELKINS. 


_——_—_—_—— 
NEVER AN OWNER, DIRECTLY OR INDIRECT- 
LY, IN THE MAXWELL LAND GRANT, 

Wasuineton, June 29.—The following 
letter has been sent to the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office since the publication of the 
report of the Commissioner to the Secretary of 
the Interior: 

Deer PARK, Md,, June 22, 1885. 

DEAR Srr: In your recent report to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior on the ** Maxweil grant” in 
New- Mexico, extracts from which I have seen in 
the newspapers, the following appears: “ The 
contract for survey was given toa brother of 
the alleged owner of the grant, and_ the 
alleged owner was the bondsman.” Inas- 
much as my brother, John T. Elkins, 
was the Deputy United States Surveyor, who 
made the survey, and was on bis bond, 
I assume you refer to me when you use the 
words “alleged owner.” In this you are in 
error, which I beg you will allow me to correct. 
lam not now, and never was, an owner, directly 
or indirectly, in the ‘Maxwell grant.’”’ This 
grunt was confirmed by act of Congress in 1860. 
In 1869, after obtaining the written opinions of 
some of the leading attorneys of the country— 
among them George T. Curtis, Mr, Evarts, 
Judge Noah Davis, and Mr. Bayard, and that of 
Judah P,. Benjamin,.of London—as to the validi- 
ty of the title, which opinions are on file in your 
office, some foreign capitalists purchased and 
paid for this grant $1,400,000. and subsequentiy 
organized a company in New-Mexico to own 
and develop it. I had no knowledge whatever 
of the confirmation of the grant by Congress or 
the sale in 1869 until it was consummated. After 
the organization of the company I was made its 
attorney in New-Mexico, Barlow, Larocque, and 
MacFariand being the attorneys in New-York, 
and Mr, wenjamin the attorney in London. The 
law requiring three resident Directors in New- 
Mexico, I consented to act esa Director of the 
company without any share in the management, 
and in order to quality me, and partly as com- 
pensation for being attorney, I was given a few 
shares of the capital stock—less than 100—which 
proved of no value. In 1873 I ceased all 
active connection as ayer ys f and in 1875 re- 
signed, both as attorney and Director. In 1878 
or 1879 I was employed by the Receiver of the 
company to represent him fore the Interior 
Department in_an application for a patent, 
Judge Lucien Birdseye being the attorney of 
the bondholders. About this time the decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in the case 
of Tameling against the Umited States Freehold 
and Emigration Company, reported in ‘Third 
Otto, page 644, wa. announced, which deter- 
mined the effect of a confirmation by Congress 
of a Mexican grant. Upon this decision | was 
informed that a patent was granted, Mr. Carl 
Schurz. being Secretary of the Interior. 

1 have no interest, directly or indirectly, in 
the suit now pending in the courts to set aside 
the patent, and am indifferent as to the result 
thereof. I find myseif obliged to make this 
statement because upon your report a number 
of papers have connected my name with the 
grant as being an owner and being interested in 
the pending litivation, and therefore a party to 
what your report makes a fraud upon the Gov- 
ernment. I would thank you to furnish me ard 
information or fact in your possession whic 
leads you to believe I was an owner, and, 1f not 
already convinced, I will show you itis not true. 
May 1 also ask you to have this letter placed 
among the papers on file in your office in the 
case of the Maxwell land grant? Very respect- 
tully, 8.

A YOUNG COLLEGE PRESIDENT. 


THE REV. WILLIAM DE WITT HYDE DE- 
SCRIBED BY A CLASSMATE, 
Correspondence of the Springfield Republican, 

Winstep, Conn., Saturday, June 27.— 
From Pastor of a little church of 150 members 
in Paterson, N. J., to President of Bowdoin Col- 
lege and Professor of Philosophy is quite a pro- 
motion for ayoung man of 27, only two years 
out of a theological seminary and but six years 
out of college, but the ability and acquisitions 
of the Rey. William De Witt. Hyde seem to 
merit this honor, and those who know Bowdoin 
and who know Mr. Hy@e are of the opinion that 
the college has made no error in her chuice. 


Mr. Hyde entered Harvard from Exeter Acade- 
my in 1875,a country boy from Globe Village, 
Mass., with the hayseed, as it were, still in his 
hair, but with already a good reputation for 
scholarship and for what is rarer at Harvard, 
facility in public depate. He won honors all 
along bis course, both from Faculty and stu- 
dents. By the end of his Senior year, though 
one of the youngest members, he was considered 
intellectually as perhaps the most ‘solid’ man in 
his class; physically, also, he was athletic, espe- 
cially at baseball. He was one of the founders 
of the Harvard Philosophical Club, President of 
the two Semor literary societies, the ‘0. K.” 
and the “Signet,” and also President of the 
evangelical religious society, *“*The Christian 
Brethren,” in which latter position he exerted a 
most marked influence on the religious life of 
his associates. Graduating with honors in phi- 
losophy, he was given a place on the Com- 
mencement stage, and was also made Phi Beta 
Kappa Marshal of his class for the day. His 
Commencement oration, on * The Modern Wor- 
ship of Culture,” was a brilliant and caustic 
arraignment of those tendencies at Hurvard 
which militate against the higher life, and 
created almost a sensation. Indeed, at the din- 
ner following, the Rev. Dr. H. W. Bellows, of 
New-York, devoted himself to replying to the at- 
tack of the young graduate. Mr. Hyde next 
passed two years at Onion Seminary; then, after 
a year's further study, was graduated at Andover 
in 1882, his Commencement thesis there being 
* Tauler and the Mystics.” He pursued a post- 
graduate course in theology at Andover and 
also in philosophy at Harvard under Prof. Pal- 
mer. During his pastorate of two years at the 
Auburn-Street Congregational Church, Pater- 
son, N. J., a debt of $5,000 on his church 
has been extinguished largely by his ef- 
forts; and he has found time to _ publish 
two articlesin the New-'nglavder which have 
attracted notice. These are entitled: “The 
Metaphysical Basis of Belief in God,”: (Septem- 
ber, 1883;) “‘An Analysis of Consciousness in Its 
Relation to Eschatology,” (November, 1884.) 
Philosophically, after his Harvard training un- 
der Prof. Bowen and William James, Mr. Hyde 
could hardly be an extreme Hegelian; but, with 
his friend, Prof. Palmer, he is doubtless tinct- 
ured molerately with Hegelian thought. The- 
ologicaliy he is believed to be inthe main in 
sympathy with acvanced views of the so-called 
Andover type. While without practical experi- 
ence in teaching, except as a private tutor, 
Mr. Hyde's influence on the boys’ of 
Phillips Academy while at Andover war- 
rahts the prediction that in the reci- 
tation rooms he will be a positive force. 
Personally Mr. Hyde will attract attention for 
his winning face and dignified bearing. Harvard 
man through and through as he is, he would lack 
symmetry if not deveioped also on the athletic 
side. Bowdoin students will find in him, should 
he become their President, an enthusiastic sym- 
pathizer in their sports, for he is a good baseball 
Diayer and an adept in the manly art of 
self-defense. It may be remarked in passing 
that it is a little singular that Mr. Hyde 
should be the second man in his Andover 
Class of ’82 to be called toa college Presidency, 
William Merritt, Yale °79, of Oahu University, 
Sandwich Islands, being the first. His young 
Harvard and Andover friend, the Rev. C. Fy 
Thwing, of Cambridge, has also recently been 
favored witha similar invitation to lowa Uni- 
versity.

Ihe Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this city, slightly cool- 
er, fair weather. 








The representatives of several steamship 
companies visited the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral yesterday and asked him to recon- 
sider his decision regarding the $400,000 
subsidy. They told him, with artless can- 
dor, that if he would advertise for bids 
the companies would arrange their re- 
sponses beforehand so that though none 
of them got the 50 cents a mile they 
would all get a fair slice. The Post- 
master-General did not seem impressed 
by this proposition for the Government 
to open a mock auction, and gave no hope 
that he would abandon his determination 
to exercise the discretion the law un- 
doubtedly gives him to treat the mail 
carrying from a strictly business point of 
view. We trust that we shall at any 
rate hear no more of the farce of con- 
tracts to the “‘lowest bidder.” The com- 
petition of any one company with itself 
in a matter of this sort is hardly intense 
enough to give the Government much 
choice. 








Gov. ALGER, of Michigan, has vetoed a 
bill abolishing contract labor in the pris- 
ons of that State. His action is especially 
significant, inasmuch as he recommended 
the passage of such a bill in his message 
to the Legislature at the beginning of the 
session. He acknowledges that he had 
not at that time given proper considera- 
tion to the subject. Now that he has had 
occasion to study its bearing upon the 
well-being of prisoners, the interests of 
the State, and the claims of those who 
demand the abolition of the contract sys- 
tem, he has arrived at conclusions direct- 
ly opposite to those which he had hastily 
adopted on coming into office. It is alto- 
gether creditable to him that he candidly 
acknowledges his error and avows and 
acts upon the convictions which he has 
reached, instead of sticking to a mistaken 
position. Opinions based upon a careful 
consideration of the convict labor ques- 
tion are pretty sure to differ from those 
formed from hasty impressions. 








Marshal McMicHakzL, of Washington, is 
reported to have yesterday removed a 
Democratic subordinate on the avowed 
ground of ‘offensive partisanship.” <A 
cynical observer might regard this ac- 
tion as a piece of forced pleasantry, 
but it is plain that there may be 
many cases of more importance to which 
the rule avowed by Marshal McMIcHAaEL 
will apply and ought to be enforced. His 
procedure may be a precedent—a cloud 
no bigger than a man’s hand which may 
pverspread the Democratic heavens and 
obscure the at present radiant light of the 
Sun.

The news from Afghanistan of a rising, 
supposed to be instigated by Russia, 
against the Ameer of Afghanistan, is in it- 
selfominous. It becomes more distinctly 
threatening when it is taken in connection 
with the ‘‘demand” of the Russian press 
that Lord Sautispury and Lord RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL shall explain, that is to say, 
disavow, the language which, when in 
opposition, they used about Russia. 
As the Russian press is entirely an 
official press, this shows the dispo- 
sition of the Russian Government to 
make itself disagreeable to the new Min- 
istry. A disavowal in office of sentiments 
expressed in opposition as sentiments to 
be officially acted on has been made be- 
fore now. Mr. GLADSTONE’s explanation 
with regard to Austria is a case in point. 
But in that case the explanation was 
volunteered for the purpose of bring- 
ing about a better understanding and 
was quite a different statement from 
that which Russia seems prepared to 
insist upon by way of humiliating Eng- 
land. All the signs indicate that Russia 
thinks the time has come to fight for Af- 
ghanistan, unless England will give it up 
without fighting; while England has con- 
cluded that peace should be preserved if 
possible. The bellicose power in such a 
case has a great advantage. In fact, if 
Russia is really bent upon war, it is hard 
to see how England can long avoid a col- 
lision.

been withdrawn. 








PROMOTING FOREIGN COMMERCE. 


The commission appointed by President 
ARTHOR to visit the countries to the south 
of us for the purpose of investigating the 
condition of our trade with those coun- 
tries and to recommend means of im- 
proving it will probably return in a few 
weeks. They, with the exception of the 
Hon. GEORGE H. SHARPE, who for obvi- 
ous reasons can hardly be expected to 
take an active part, will then proceed to 
prepare their report to be transmitted to 
Congress at its next session. We do not 
hazard much in saying that the report will 
not deserve great attention and will receive 
even less than it deserves. The commis- 
sion was doomed in advance to be rather 
costly than valuable. It was made up of 
gentlemen of no remarkable. fitness for 
the work and sent out on a vague and 
fooiish errand, which it has pursued in 
a rambling and inconsequent fashion. 
It was obliged at the outset to inform 
itself about what its members should 
have known intimately, namely, the facts 
as they are to be found in the United 
States, and the information received 
as to the doings and sayings of the com- 
mission from the time of its sojourn at the 
New-Orleans Fair to its visit to Santiago 
de Chili gives the impression that it is 
simply seeking material for a grand sub- 
sidy campaign. 

The dispatch of the commission was, in 
fact, a good-natured but feeble conces- 
sion to the dissatisfaction of the public 
with the condition of our foreign trade. 
During the latter part of the term of the 
Arthur Administration it dawned on the 
minds of some of its members that the 
country was decidedly discontented with 
our commercial relations, and that the 
Democrats were likely to make appeals to 
that discontent, as against the Repub- 
licans, and it occurred to these gentle- 
men that it would give their party 
a good appearance in the coming 
canvass if they made a show of 
activity in extending foreign commerce 
without touching the tariff. The South- 
ern Trade Commission was a part of the 
offspring of this brilliant notion, and the 
commission will doubtless come back to 
report that the one thing needed for the 
establishment of trade with our southern 
neighbors is frequent and cheap steam com- 
munication, and the one thing needed to 
secure this is to subsidize steamship lines. 
It may be doubted, however, whether 
either the present Administration or the 
next Congress will be eager to take hold of 
the problem at this end of it. The omission 
by the Postmaster-General to use the au- 
thority given him to award the subsidies 
veiled as mail compensation by the last 
Congress does not indicate any special 
favor for the doctrine that freight lines

and there is not much reason to think 
that Congress will fall a victim to that 
curious delusion. 

The fact which the authors of the sub- 
sidy plan, to which the South American 
Trade Commission was incidental, do not 
comprehend is that the chief obstacle to 
our foreign trade is imposed by the laws 
of our own country. For the purpose of 
building up a limited number of favored 
industries we have erected numerous and 
complicated barriers to foreign competi- 
tion, which means foreign trade. We 
have laid heavy taxes on the importation of 
many of the chief articles that our south- 
ern neighbors have to sell to us,and we have 
largely increased the cost at home of nearly 
everything made by American labor that 
we can hope to sell to them. In this way 
we have not only rendered difficult and 
costly the exchange of those staple products 
which we and they mutually require, but 
we have rendered impossible that gradual 
development of miscellaneous and varied 
exchange which would have followed, 
and which always and everywhere con- 
stitutes the most profitable, the securest, 
and the most steadily growing element of, 
international commerce. This is a sit- 
uation that we have made for our- 
selves, and we alone can change 
it. It is idle to try to deal with it by sub- 
sidizing steamship lines which will have 
very little to carry, and which will in 
themselves be obstacles to the develop- 
ment of a healthy and vigorous carrying 
trade when there shall be occasion for it. 
We cannot eat our cake and keep it. 
If we want foreign trade we cannot main- 
tain the barriers we have erected against 
it. If we are afraid of foreign compe- 
tition in our markets we must be 
content with those markets for ourselves. 
As a matter of fact, we have overworked 
those markets. They are no longer suffi- 
cient for our production. "What the trade 
of the country needs is an escape from 
them, not by means of steamers main- 
tained by taxation, but by the removal 
of absurd and cruel restrictions which 
a tariff, partly the fruit of favoritism and 
partly that of folly, have placed on Amer- 
ican enterprise. 








THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS. 

The proceeding by which a complete 
change has been made in the Board of 
Assessors of the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments is one that cannot be regard- 
ed with entire satisfaction. It is not un- 
likely that a change was demanded by the 
interests of the public. The members of 
the old board, two of whom were Repub- 
licans and two Democrats, have been well 
known in the past as active politicians, 
and they were appointed for political 
reasons rather than for special fitness 
for the duties to be performed. Mayor 
GracE doubtless had good reasons 
for wishing to have them _ dis- 
placed. In his charges against them 
he specified numerous cases of delay in 
acting upon assessment lists which ‘caused 
considerable loss to the city in interest 
and showed apparent neglect and ineffi- 
ciency on the part of the board. In their 
reply they explained the delay in some of 
the more important cases on grounds 
which appeared to relieve them of the re- 
sponsibility. Under the circumstances it 
would seem to be only fair to make some 
sort of an investigation which would re- 
sult in showing clearly the reasons which 
justified the removal of all the Assessors, 
No such investigation was made, and the 
public is to a great extent in the dark as 
to the merits of the action of the Tax 
Commissiuners. 

In their spirited but not very respectful 
protest the outgoing Assessors declare that 
the President of the Department of Taxes 
and Assessments had admitted that there 
was nothing in the charges and that they 
were got up by the Mayor for the purpose 
of ‘‘securing the patronage that would 
follow from the removal of the Assess- 
ors.” If this were true it would be 
equally discreditable to the Mayor and 
to the Tax Commissioners, but it is 
explicitly denied by Mr. CoLEMaN. Still, 
a certain degree of color is given to the 
statement by the fact that the charges re- 
ceived no proper consideration, and it 
might have been taken away by a more 
orderly method of proceeding. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
new Assessors are an improvement upon 
the old and will, when they become 
familiar with their special duties, act 
with more zeal. Had the Tax Commis- 
sioners, acting independently, made the 
change for that reason and no other, they 
would not have been subject to any just 
criticism. They doubtless could have pre- 
sented sufficient ground for dissatisfaction 
with the manner in which the duties of 
the Assessors have been performed, and 
they could have shown in the new ap- 
pointments that their only purpose was to 
obtain men for the service who were well 
qualified. But apparently the same press- 
ure that induced the removals has 
dictated the appointments. The reason 
given for the selections is that they were 
recommended by certain influential per- 
sons, but no means appear to have been 
taken to test their qualifications, 

We see no reason why these appoint- 
ments should not have been made subject 
to the civil service regulations, These 
regulations apply to ‘all positions in the 
service of the city of New-York with the 
following exceptions: Officers elected by 
the people and the subordinates of any 
such officer for whose errors or violation 
of duty such officer is financially respon- 
sible, and the head or heads of any de- 
partment of the City Government, and per- 
sons employed in or who seek to enter the 
public service under the authority of the 
Board of Education, and any subordinate 
officer who by virtue of his office has per- 
sonal custody of public moneys or public 
securities for the safe keeping of which the 
head of an office is under official bonds.” 
The Assessors do not come under any of 
these exceptions. If the only object was to 
secure an improvement in the board, why 
should not the Commissioners of Taxes 
and Assessments have simply removed the 
Assessors for reasons stated and had their 
places filled on competitive examination 
of applicants? They would then have se- 
cured competent men, and there would 
have been no ground for criticism of their 
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the line of reform in the City Govern- 
rhent which was contemplated by the 
civil service law and by the election of 
the present Mayor. ' 


SANITATION IN NEIGHBORING 
; CITIES. 

At a recent meeting of the Ladies’ 
Health Protective Association one of the 
association’s officers reported that the city 
was unusually clean. It is undoubtedly 
much cleaner than it would have been if 
this association and other societies 
formed for sanitary work had not urged 
on and assisted the Board of Health 
and the employés of the Health Depart- 
ment. At the same meeting appeared 
two gentlemen representing a Citizens’ 
Association of Hudson County, N. J., 
who thanked the Protective Association 
for assistance that had, in their opinion, 
been effective in securing the prosecution 
and conviction of twenty-six persons for 
maintaining nuisances in their county. 
The existence of these nuisances had been 
primarily due to the deposit in the county 
of garbage and refuse taken from this 
city under permits issued by our Board of 
Health. 

This statement indicates that in at least 
one way the influence of New-York upon 
the sanitary condition of Hudson County 
is not salutary. But while Hudson Coun- 
ty very properly may complain about a 
transfer of garbage from this side of the 
river to the other, this city has abundant 
cause for regarding the condition of Hud- 
son County with apprehension so long as 
its failure to take proper sanitary precau- 
tions and enforce sanitary laws is noto- 
rious. After sanitary laws have been en- 
forced on this island our citizens may 
reasonably complain if similar precau- 
tions are not taken in all the 
surrounding cities that are practically 
parts of one great metropolis, although 
they are beyond the jurisdiction of our 
health authorities, Our city is said to be 
unusually clean, and extraordinary efforts 
are to be made this Summer to keep it 
clean and ward off disease. If pestilence 
should reach these shores it would find 
less to feed upon in this city than in Jer- 
sey City, Hoboken, and the region about 
Hunter’s Point and Newtown Creek. Our 
streets will be cleaner than the streets in 
those places, our water supply purer, our 
sewerage better, and our arrangements 
for suppressing or controlling infectious 
diseases more effective. 

When such diseases appear in a city a 
supply of pure water is of great value. 
The danger that lies in polluted water has. 
been very plainly shown in Plymouth, 
Penn., and in some of the European cities 
where the cholera has been most deadly. 
The report of the State Board of Health 
of New-Jersey for 1884 contains some 
very interesting and instructive matter. 
With regard to water supply the Secre- 
tary of the board said: 

“Within thirty miles of New-York City is to 
be found half of the population of the State of 
New-Jersey. Of this number, according to the 
careful and discriminating judgment of engi- 
neers, chemists, physicians, and Boards of 
Health, not one-half are supplied with water fit 
to drink. Itcannot be claimed that the unfit- 
ness of the Passaic River asa water supply 1s 
any new fact, although the rapidly increasing 
population magnifies the greatness of the evil. 
Long ago the State Geologist aud various local 
correspondents pointed to the facts in evidence. 
Chemists and others who have begun investiga- 
tions with the idea that the evils have been 
magnified, or that they could be remedied by 
local action, have forsaken such views. The 
State Water Commission and the chemist of 
the water boards fully substantiated views al- 
ready entertained. Nor is it enough to point to 
the fact of no very great mortality. When so 
great a city as London can point to a death rate 
of only 20 per thousand, and many an English 
town of 30,000inhabitants toa death rate of only 
16 to 18, it will not do for us to claim that Hud- 
son County, with an average death rate for the 
whole county of 26.58, and Newark, with a death 
rate of 25.49, are in a good sanitary condition. 
The fact is still more significant when it is re- 
membered how largely the cities are depopu- 
lated during the Summer, and how many of the 
deaths that occur are of that zymotic class 
which largely depends on local evils. No sec- 
tion of the country within 100 miles of New- 
York City has more natural or business attrac- 
tions than our own State. But if there is neg- 
lect of sanitary care, and especially of a good 
water supply, it is too late to adopt a policy of 
concealment, or to point to a death rate of, say, 
from 26 to 30asa justification. Such a sustained 
death rate in healthy times points toa fearful 
death rate if pestilence broods over such nests.”’ 


Recent examination by volunteer inves- 
tigators has shown that in Jersey City, 
Hoboken, and the region near Hunter’s 
Point there are causes of disease that may 
now, in the absence of an epidemic, be 
more dangerous and deadly than a water 
supply that is polluted. The people and 
the health authorities of all these districts 
should not lag behind in sanitary work, 
but should strive rather to surpass the 
citizens of New-York and our Board of 
Health in laboring for the exclusion of 
disease and the preservation of human life. 
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A PRINCE OF THE PRAIRIES. 


There is atruly wild and Western flavor 
about the tale of L. S. Smiru, of Omaha, 
whose ambition it was to be known as 
‘*The Merchant Prince of the Prairies,” 
but who is, in fact, known only as the 
evasive insolvent of the Missouri Valley. 
Omaha is a breezy and progressive cap- 
ital, even though Mr. Hayes no longer 
takes part in its commercial activities, 
There is something in its atmosphere 
which naturally inspires romantic proj- 
ects, 

To most men who had suddenly ac- 
quired $75,000 and who had no prac- 
tical knowledge of the dry goods busi- 
ness it would not occur to embark 
the money at Omaha in that pre- 
carious branch of traffic. This, however, 
is what L. 8. SmirH did, and given L. S. 
SmitH, $75,000, and this disposition of 
mind, his subsequent career was almost 
inevitable. It was inevitable that he 
should spend his money in advertis- 
ing. There is no evidence and lit- 
tle probability that a single dollar 
of his $75,000 was invested in prosaic dry 
goods. A nucleus of dry goods was in- 
deed necessary to his nebulous commer- 
cial comet, but he seems to have procured 
the nucleus on credit at Chicago, His 
ready money he invested in buying the 
whole advertising space of newspapers—a 
procedure which in itself we would not 
be understood rashly to condemn—in ‘‘or- 
ganizing mammoth excursions,” in giving 

















backing his horoscope of the Chicago 
wheat market. 

Any one of these diversions, if pursued 
upon “& generous and L. S. Smith scale, 
will in a short time absorb $75,000. 
The wonder is how SMITH contrived 
to keep all of them going at once 
and under the highest pressure for a 
_period of eight months before he came to 
a pyrotechnical smash. He must have 
frequently sat behind insuperable hands 
of poker, or have forecasted the grain mar- 
ket with occasional success. If he had been 
bleeding at every one of his numerous and 
ample pores his $75,000 could not have 
lasted so long. His nucleus stock of 
dry goods probably gave him little 
trouble. He permitted his credu- 
lous creditors in Chicago to do the 
thinking about that. Perhaps, indeed, he 
sold some of it, and applied the proceeds 
toward the fulfillment of his mission of 
painting Omaha and its vicinity red. This 
mission he seems to have thoroughly ac- 
complished. Herubricated an area extend- 
ing over several degrees of latitude and 
longitude, and in the seclusion to which 
he is for a time condemned he may solace 
himself with the consciousness that, 
though other men may have made larger 
and more continuous profit at selling dry 
goods in Omaha, no other man, since the 
distant days of GrorGE Franois TRAIN 
and the Crédit Foncier has ever made that 
capital for a season so to howl. 

It must bea wild local rumor which 
declares that the merchant prince of the 
prairies has absconded with $100,000. 
Putting $75,000 into a business which ap- 
pears to have consisted almost exclusively 
of liabilities, and running the same ona 
scale of unequaled grandeur for eight 
months, would not as a rule produce that 
or any other balance on the right side. 
Besides, it is not in the nature of L. §8. 
Smiths to abandon so exciting a game 
before it is played out, so long as there 
is a stake left. When things become des- 
perate, and when the adventurer is, in his 
own expressive language, ‘flat broke,” 
then only he gathers what fragments can 
be laid hold upon and absconds. It is ex- 
tremely unlikely that L. S. Sm1rH has 
gathered $100,000 as the fragments of 
the $75,000 which he invested in the 
red paint now bleaching upon the 
fences of the Northwest. Apparently 
he did receive some money from the 
persons who bought out his business, and 
his liabilities he seems to have bequeathed 
in an impartial division between them 
and his creditors in Chicago, These latter 
persons seem to be rather worse off than 
anybody else, injurious as this fact must 
be to the just reputation of the West 
for smartness. Not very long ago a 
Chicago newspaper contained an affect- 
ing recital of the horrors of Lud- 
low-Street Jail, to which it attached 
the striking moral that country mer- 
chants who wished to swindle their 
creditors without undergoing these incon- 
veniences and indignities should avoid 
New-York and buy their goods in Chicago. 
Perhaps afterafew more L. 8. Smiths 
have risen in the retail trade like rockets 
and come down like sticks, the wholesale 
merchants of the Western centres may 
conclude that the establishment of local 
institutions planned on the general lines 
of Ludlow-Street Jail might have asober- 
ing effect upon the imaginations of am- 
bitious retailers. 
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A NEW DEVICE. 


An incident which occurred the other 
day in a neighboring city ought to prove 
a valuable suggestion to scientific persons 
and manufacturers, A child weighing 
about sixty pounds fell out of a fourth- 
story window into the paved courtyard 
below. The horrified nurse, as soon as 
she could finish her conversation with the 
waiter, ran down stairs to gather up the 
remains of her darling, but to her surprise 
she found the child unhurt and engaged 
in playing with the family cat. Itappears 
that the latter animal was lying asleep on 
the pavement when the child fell out of 
the window. Falling directly on the cat the 
child rebounded unhurt, and the sagacious 
animal, comprehending the case and fore- 
seeing that the gratitude of the family 
would doubtless take the form of raw 
meat, smiled sweetly at the child and con- 
sented to play with it. 

The extraordinary elasticity of the do- 
mestic cat has often been noticed, but it 
has never been turned to any practical 
use. Large and heavy men have occa- 
sionally and accidentally seated them- 
selves on cats who had surreptitiously 
taken possession of armchairs and sofas, 
In every instance the heavy man has re- 
bounded from the cat with amazing rapid- 
ity, while the cat has remained wholly 
uninjured. Nearly every child has noticed 
the fact that if a cat is seized by the hind 
legs just as she is disappearing under the 
barn she can be stretched to at least twice 
her usual length, and will afterward 
resume her original shape the moment 
she is released. Experiments like these 
show that the cat is in a high degree 
elastic, and, indeed, Mr. TYNDALL has esti- 
mated that the elasticity of the cat is only 
one-tenth less than that of india rubber. 
The cat, as we all know, is made of the very 
best materials, and can undergo a pressure 
which would flatten any other beast. Ifa 
dog or a small boy is run over by an omni- 
bus the result is usually fatal, whereas an 
omnibus can run over a cat and the only 
injury resulting therefrom will be the 
shock to the springs and frame of the om- 
nibus. The tensile strength of a cat is 
fully equal to that of the best mild steel, 
and this strength is closely associated with 
elasticity. 

It is now clear that the cat might be 
made of great service in the mechanical 
arts. Asachair cushion the cat is un- 
equaled. She is soft and at the same 
time elastic—the two qualities that consti- 
tute the merit of all good chair cushions, 
She is also cheap. A set of a dozen chairs 
could be upholstered with cats for less 
than the cost of a single spring seat, and 
each cat would last, with ordinary treat- 
ment, at least six years. It might be well 
to remove the cat’s claws before using her 
.as a chair cushion, but even this precau- 
tion would be unnecessary except in Sum- 


mer time. 
As a buffer the cat would be a great

buffer used on our railway cars.. The 
average market price of cats for the ten 
years preceding the last census was 
2 1-2 cents per thousand for the com- 
mon grade and 8 cents per thousand 
for the Maltese grade. Every passenger 
car on the Central Road could probably 
be equipped with cat buffers for less than 
the cost of the equipment of one car with 
the style of buffer now in use. Incase of 
collision it is probable that a iew cats on 
each train would be so severely crushed 
as to lose their elasticity, but for all 
ordinary service the cat buffer would be 
unexcelled. 

The escape of the child already men- 
tioned will naturally suggest to our Fire 
Commissioners the propriety of supplying 
each fire company with half a dozen cats 
to be used for the purpose of rescuing 
people from high buildings. The cats 
could be placed on the sidewalk and per- 
sons cooped up in the upper stories of 
burning buildings could teap fearlessly, 
provided they could manage to alight on 
the cats. Of course the cats would re- 
quire some little training before they 
would learn how to place themselves 
directly under falling persons; but the 
cat is an able beast and would soon learn 
to do its duty.

HE REMAINS IN THE HOUSE RATHER THAR

but saving himself most of the time by quiet 
and sleep. The morning broke clear after a ful 
day of storm, and the sun was warming.

out. The bath’chair appeared at the foot 
of the porch to bring him up the bill,

taat as he wanted to remain perfectly quiet he 
did not care to risk exposure. He felt the same 
way in the afternoon, when the sky had grown 
gray. He did very little work to-day, even for 

im. His inclinations were better suited by sit~ 
ting with closed eyes in his sick room chair, 
heedless of the passing time. He suffered no 
pain beyond that which is always present with 
him, nor was he restless, but it seemed to those 
who saw him as though he felt. the approach of 
the Jast stage of the disease and was calmly 
aweiting it. 

Much concern was felt for him, not on aa 
count of the supposed pain he might be suffer- 
ing, but because of his visibly increasing weak- 
ness. Dr. Dougias went often to the sick room. 
The General had little need of his services. He 
explained to the doctor about noon that he had 
rather stay in than go out, that he might be 
free from annoyance. Again, in the afternoon, 
he wrote to the doctor that he was having a 
restful day, and hoped to-morrow might be 
Pleasant enough for him to go out. These

“Do asI do. I take things quietly. I give mys 
self not the least concern. As long as there ig 
no progress there 1s hope.” 

Dr. Douglas supplemented this note with en. 
couraging words, so that at evening the family 
were able to keep under control such anxiety as 
may still have lingered. 

The General joined his family before the 
wood fire in the parlor early 1n the evening. He 
was quite cheerful while he staid, but wanted to 
go back to his room about 8 o’clock. Dr. Doug- 
as in joining hima little later found little cleans- 
ing of the throat for him to do, as the General] 
had already gargled it quite thoroughly. By ¢ 
o’clock he was prepared for the night and was 
soon sleeping. He roused soon after and again 
before 11 o’clock, when he was seized with 
coughing, with which he was taken while gar- 
gling his throat. Dr. Douglas had returned for 
& few minutes to the hotel and was summoned. 
The General had almost recovered when the 
doctor entered the sick room. He penciled the 
doctor a note explaining how the attack came 
on, and was inclined to pleasantry about it. He 
slept again in a few minutes. 





ARRIVAL OF SIR ARTHUR SULLIVAN. 
As the little steamer Pomona was madé 
fast at the Barge Office yesterday, preparatory 
to landing the passengers of the Cunard steamer 
Etruria, a dark little gentleman, whose chubby 
cheek supported an eyeglass, stepped hastily 
across the gangplank, deposited a small sachel 
under the letter S, muttered a few words toa 
lanky youth in gray, who was evidently a valet, 
and was lost in the crowd to be seen no more. 
This was the passenger whose name on the pas- 
senger list was set down as Mr. A. Seymour. It 
was in reality Sir Arthur Sullivan, the popular 
composer of ** Pinafore’ and “* Patience.’

large letters. Sir Arthur went immediately to a 
private residence in this city, where he will stay 
for two days, after which he will leave for Cali- 
fornia, returning here after a short stay on the 
Pacific coast. Just before the departure of the 
Etruria for America the London Daily Yelegraph 
published a statement to the effect that Six 
Arthur Sullivan was crossing the Atlantic ta 
superintend the rehearsals of the ** Mikado” 
here. Sir Arthur wrote very promptly to the 
paper, denying that such was the case, and even 
stating that it was not his intention to sai! until 
September, immediately after which he sailed. 


A BARONESS SENT TO PRISON.

Our readers will remember the case it 
which a tradesman named Brun was grievously 
assaulted on presenting his bill to a lady at the 
Hotel Continetal. The facts have now come out in 
the police court. Baroness de Vautheloret, the

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC, 


OPERETTA AT THE CASINO. 

“Nanon,” a three-act operetta, which 
was first made known in this country at the 
Thalia Theatre, and was then reviewed in this 
place, was presented with English words instead 
of the German text, and by an English-speak- 
jing company, at the Casino last evening. 
There is not much music in “ Nanon” 
that people will care to hsten to a 
second time, and there is indeed but one tune in 
Genée’s entire score that is likely to be heard all 
over town, but the composer's work, as a whole, 
is bright and facile, and marred by littie that is 
commonplace. Zeli’s libretto, founded upon a 
French vaudeville of the remote past, is dex- 
trously put together; its story—which has been 
rehearsed already in these columns—is sufficient- 
ly intricate to awaken curiosity and keep it 
alive, and the characters and incidents of the 
original drama have both substance and lo- 
cai color. The English version of ‘** Nanon” 
supplies numerous opportunities for the actor, 
stage director, scenic artist, and costumer, 
but it cannot be referred to as happily sugges- 
tive of the excellences of the German libretto. 
Nor can the performance at the Casino, success- 
ful though it may prove, recall the best traits of 
the entertainment at the Thalia. The difference 
is the same that has been often pointed out in 
dealing with kindred topics. German operetta and 
French opera bouffe are treated by German and 
French authors and comedians in a spirit of 
seriousness and naturalness of which English 
people have no conception. The plot of a story 
is unfolded ina series of connected episodes, the 
personages speak their lines and sing their 
measures as these are set down for them, and 
with the strictest regard for what may be termed 
the unities of the play, and the foreign costumer 
would as soon think of filling the leading role in 
the operetta as of turning out a single dress un- 
ruited to the period illustrated by the librettist. 
Moreover, singable music is, as a rule, en- 
trusted to performers who have voices 
and can sing. Nothing of the sort is attempted 
bere. When the translation of the original text 
happens to be pretty close the translator 
seldom resists the temptation to add to its 
brilliancy by allusions to local matters; 
even when the time of action opens 
up unlimited possibilities in respect of scenic 
attire, the stage director suffers his imagination 
to run riot, and when efficient vocalists are not 
to be had endeavors are made to do without 
them. The result of this policy is, as a general 
thing, the substitution of a more or less 
showy pageant for a coherent and tuneful 
work. ‘**Nanon” as given lust evening bore a 
more striking resemblance to the original than 
some transiations beheld of late. Mr. Rosen- 
feld’s efforts to write comic dialogue are as un- 
successful as ever, but he has  judi- 
ciously refrained from overloading the 
text with “local hits,” the silly ‘* topic- 
al sone” in the second act being his 
only offense in this direction. The distinction 
between the German and the English represen- 
tations is more marked. Last unight’s per- 
formance was' effective, but it Ilackea, 
as implied, the earnestness and suppleness 
of the performances at the Thalia. Mr. 
Carleton, who sings sentimental airs with con- 
siderable breadth and feeling, is a rather heavy- 
footed comedian, and his D*Aubigné was 
formal and stiff. Miss Sadie Martinot, as 
Nanon, revealed abundant spirit and grace, 
but her voice is very small for the music 
allotted to the character. Miss Pauline Hali 
sang in a very telling fashion Her pretty air 
at the outset of the second act, but aside 
from the charm of her somewhat mas- 
sive presence, there was little in her man- 
ner to recall the powers of _ fascination 
that history ascribes to Ninon de |’Enclos. The 
most amusing portrayal witnessed yesterday 
was undoubtedly Mr. Francis Wilson’s Mar- 
sillac. Mr. Wilson’s humor is unforced and 
communicative, and his clownery has heen 
thus far kept within proper bounds. Much 
money has been expended unon the stage attire 
of ** Nanon.” The scenery is particularly beau- 
tiful ané appropriate. The costumes, though 
numerous and brilliant, show slender taste and 
judgment inthe choice of shapes and colors. 
Their impression last night was usually 
garish, and, although the final tableaus were 
glittering enough, not one of them was 
agreeably harmonions. The terra cotta 
drummers, the pink and white fiddlers, 
and the startling and fanciful dress—or undress— 
bestowed upon Miss Billie Barlow were wholly 
out of place. Mr. de Grimm, who is under- 
stood to have designed these articles of 
raiment, must have retired upon a heavy 
supper and sent the costumer his recollections 
of a restless night on the following morning. 
The audience last evening was very large, and 
its approval of the operetta and of its repre- 
sentation was expressed by repeated demonstra- 
tions of delight.

Although * Olivia’’ is running profitably 
atthe London Lyceum, Mr. Irvingis making

IN CAMP AT PHILADELPHIA. 


PREPARING FOR PRIZE DRILLS BETWEEN 
SOUTHERN AND WESTERN TROOPS. 

PuILADELPHIA, June 29.—Three thou- 
sand troops had taken up quarters in the Na- 
tional Military Encampment by 8 o’clock to- 
night. From an early hour this morning com- 
panies and regiments have been arriving from 
the South and West. The scene in and around 
the camp is a busy one. The men have been 
working hard getting things in shape for the 
formal opening to-morrow, when all the par- 
ticipants will be placed under strict military 
discipline by Major-Gen. William H. Slocum, 
who will assume entire command of the 
camp. More regiments from the South 


and West are expected to-night. Ex-Gov. 
Underwood, of Kentucky, the projector of 
the affair, says that within the next 
24 hours there will be 5,000 men in the camp. 
Though many of the regiments have come long 
distances to participate in the affair there will 
not be a single company present to represent 
either Philadelphia or the State of Pennsylvania. 
For some reason the military authorities of 
Philadelphia have not taken warmly to the en- 
terprise since its inception, though ex-Gov. 
Underwood has striven hard to get them to do 
so. One of the companies attached to the Bat- 
talion of State Fencibles, feeling desirous of _en- 
tering the competitive dril!, requested Gov. Pat- 
tison’s permission to do so. The Governor re- 
fused to grant the desired permission, and the 
company regretfully withdrew. 

The First Ohio Regiment, Col. Moore, arrived 
upon the scene about 1 o’clock this morning and 
took up a position close to the Second Ohio Reg- 
iment, which pitched its tents yesterday. The 
Indianapolis Light Infantry, numbering 50 men, 
Capt. James R. Rose, arrived this morning, and 
was quartered between the two Ohio regiments. 
The company immediately started in drilling, as 
it expects to carry off some one of the big prizes 
that will be offered in the competitive drills. The 
company has made preparationsfor the reception 
otf Gov. Gray, of Indiana, who is expected to 
put in an appearance by Friday. The Governor 
will be accompanied by his staff and an_ escort 
of 25 men from Richmond, Ind. Gov. Hoadly, 
of Ohio, is also expected to arrive within a few 
days. The two Ohio regiments have over 800 
men in the field. Kentucky sent 225 men into 
camp to-day. They are divided as follows: 
Kentucky State Guards, Company A, Capt. 
Ernest McPherson; Company A, Third Regi- 
ment, Capt. H. P. Potter; Company B, Capt. 
Ford, and Company F, Capt. Cunningham. 

The competitive drills will begin at 1 o'clock 
to-morrow. The organizations that have signi- 
fied their intention of entering the competitive 
drills to-morrow drew lots for the order in 
which they will appear, which is as follows:

A BROKER SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


HIS WIFE AND FAMILY CALLED FROM DIN- 
NER BY THE REPORT OF A PISTOL. 


Rudolph Rudoloff, aged 42, a German 
tobacco broker in Front-street, residing at No. 
735 East One Hundred and Forty-first-street, 
shot himself at his home at 7:15 o’clock 
last evening. Dinner had just been served, 
and his wite and five children were in 
the dining room when they heard a pistol 
shot. Rushing up _ stairs, Mrs. Rudoloff 
found her husband lying on the floor in 
the back parlor with the blood and brains 
oozing froman ugly holein his forehead, just 


above the richt temple. Two neighbors, friends 
of Rudoloff, were in the house ‘almost immedi- 
ately, ard they were moved to tears by the heart- 
rending efforts of the wife to stop the flow of 
blood and save her hushand. she kissed the 
wounded spot and pressed it with her hands and 
cheek, crying and calling to the sufferer tospeak 
to her, while her three daughters and two boys, 
the oldest being but 13, clung to ber, screaming 
at the fearful sight. ‘ 

Drs. McGuire and MacElroy were called in at 
once, and Mr. Rudoloff soon rezained conscious- 
ness and was able to talk, but refused to give 
any explanation of his rash act, saying: ** Let 
me alone; let me alone!"’ The doctors could not 
locate the ball and did not dare to probe for it. 
They expressed great surprise that Mr. Rudoloff 
should be alive to say nothing of his being con- 
scious, when s0 much injury had been done the 
brain and a part of it had been washed away. 
They said there was no chance whatever for him 
to recover, and after dressing 'he wound they 
left at ll o’clock. At midnight there was no ap- 
parent change in the patient’s condition, he 
being still conscious of all that was going on 
around him. 

The neighbors all speak of Mr. Rudoloff in 
terms of praise, and say he wasa genial. whole- 
souled gentieman. with many friendsand no 
enemies. Neither they nor his family have the 
least idea what was his reason for trying to 
take his life. His domestic relations were 
of the pleasantest nature, and it is not 
known that he had apy financial troubles. He 
was a member of several social orcanizations 
and was fond of good cheer and lively company. 
He was a graduate of a German university. He 
had livedin the same street for several years, 
and owns the house in which he lives.

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THE DISCOVERY OF AMERICA.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

My attention has been attracted in your 
issue of Sunday, the 2l1st inst., to an interesting 
review of a book entitled **An Inglorious Co- 
lumbus; or, Evidences that Hwui Shan, with a 
Party of Buddhist Monks, Discovered America 
in the Fifth Century, A. D. By Edward P. 
Vining.” It seems that information concerning 
this alleged voyage of discovery was first pub- 
lished in France over a hundred years ago, in 
1760, by a distinguished archzeologist, Baron de 
Guignes. The reviewer goes on to state that 
*De Guignes does not content himself with de- 
scribing the landing of the Chinese on our west- 
ern coast, which was the end of the voyage. He 
gives a detailed account of their voyage along 


a large portion of the east coast of Asia, touch- 
ing’ (1 put the places named in their proper 
order) * Ta-Han, (or Kamchatka,) the Aleutian 
Islands, and Alaska. They sailed steadiiy to the 
south and close to the coast until they -came to 
the land called by them Fusang.” The fact of 
the Chinese expeditiOn may be, as Mr. Vining 
thinks, “‘ pretty well established,” or Hwui 
Shan may be, as Dr. Bretschneider calls him, “a 
lying Buddhist priest’? and “a consummate 
humbug.” I have no idea of discussing the gen- 
eral question, for which I am in nowise pre- 
pared, but I desire to correct the inaccuracies in 
the following extract from the review, and 
demur strongly to the conclusion reached. 

“The possibility of such a voyage in vessels of 
even the most primitive kind has n confirmed 
by a distinguished officer of the United States 
Coast Survey, Col. Barclay [Beverley] Kennon, 
who, at the head of this branch of service, passed 
severa! years in the North Pacific, dtring which 
time he surveyea the entire coast both on the 
Asiatic and the American coast. He is of the 
opixion that the voyage which the Chinese made 
could be yoy 4 done in an open boat. The vessel 
in which he himself passed both Summer and 
Winter, and in which he sailed more than 40,000 
miles, was a New-York pilot boat, the Fenimore 
Cooper, of 70 tons. If space would only permit 
us to quote Col. Kennon’s letter to Mr. Leland 
the reader would: have abundant proof that as 
to the possibility of the voyage there can exist 
no doubt.” 

I am sorry that the letter, in whole or in part, 
is not quoted, but I presume the substance is 
given. “Nothing can escape history that be- 
longs to it,” says Mr. Leland. But, while author 
and reviewer seem anxious to set history right 
1,400 years ago, isn’t there a little irony in the 
fact that events of only 30 years ago can be s0 
misstated in evidence? 

The Fenimore Cooper was the smallest of a 
squadron of five vessels that’ sailed from the 
United States in the Summer of 1853, under com- 
mand of Acting Commodore Cadwalader Ring- 
gold, forming what was called ** The North Pa- 
citic. China Seas, and Behring Strait Surveying 
and Exploring Expedition.” On its reorganiza- 
tion in China, in 1854, made necessary by the 
serious illness of Commodore Ringgold, the com- 
mand-in-chiref devolved on the late very dis- 
tinguished Rear-Admiral Jobn Rodgers, then 
buta lieutenant. It then consisted of four ves- 
sels, but this number was further reduced in the 
Fall of the same year by the loss of the brig Por- 
poise. with seven officers and about a hundred 
men. She is supposed to have foundered in one 
of several typhoons which swept the China seas 
at that season, but she left not atrace. After 
considerabie other surveying in Asiatic waters 
the three remaining vessels separated off Kam- 
chatka early in the Summer of 1855, the steamer 
John Hancock to survey the Okhotsk Sea, the 
flagship Vincennes to proceed through Behring 
Strait to the Arctic, and the Fenimore 
Cooper to muke a reconnoissance, or running 
survey, of the whole Aleutian archipelago. They 
met again in October in Sen Francisco, where 
their labors terminated. The last numed vessel 
was commanded by me, and Mr. Kennon was my 
lieutenant. 

The above 1s the actual history of the surveys 
alluded to in the quotatien. The United States 
Coast Survey deals only with the United States 
coast, (Alaska, with the Aleutian Islands, was 
then Russian,) and Mr. Kennon does not, and 
never did, belong to that service. He was a 
Lieutenantin the navy prior to his casting his 
lot with the Confederacy. 

Human daring and human skill have achieved 
many a marvel, and it is hard tosay of almost 
anything that it is not possible. he Atlantic 
has been crossed in a small open boat, but is it 
therefore a practicable thing ? Could you reason 
upon it asa probable event? Limiting the word 
to its ordinary acceptation, I deny the possibility 
of sucha voyage (as the one described in the 
review) “‘in vessels of even the most primitive 
construction.” [f Mr. Kennon is “ of the opinion 
that the voyage that the Chinese made could 
easily be done in an open boat,” he 1s strangely 
forgetful of the exceedingly stormy character 
=. the North Pacitic Ocean and of some other 
things. 

In the first piace, referring to the Fenimore 
Cooper, it is scarcely necessary to explain toa 
New-Yorker the weatherly qualities of a New- 
York pilot boat. Because she did what she did, 
itisan insult to compare interentially one of 
the best of sea-going cratt with a Chinese junk 
of primitive or any kind, or with an open boat. 
Her performance among the Aleutian Islands 
would have been absulutely impossible to a 
square-rigged ship, Some of her experiences a 
steamer even would not have outlived. 

lt is true that the Alente fishermen paddled in 
their slender baidars to and fro among these isi- 
ands in all weathers. But what are these bai- 
dars? Stout sealskins stretched upon light 
wooden frames, with one or more holes for a 
boatman to sit in, which are made water-tight 
by tough membranes fastened to them and tied 
around the man’s waist. So secureare they that 
I have seen them “turn turtie”’ and righted 
again in an instant by an adroit use of the 
paddie. I once made a voyage of some 20 
miles in one of them, sitting in the middle hole 
with an Aleute before me and one bebind me, 
and I felt like a porpoise ora duck. We did not 
+0 over the seas, we went through them; and, 
disincumbering myself of my waterproofs, I 
stood upon the deck of my vesselon my return 
as dry as I had left it. 

The great Aleutian chain of islands stretches, 
as we all know, from the Alaskan Peninsula to 
within a few hundred miles of the Kamchatkan 
coast. Except near the western extremity they 
are inclear weather in sight one of another, 
pr cecgacee as the eastern half risesrapidly into 

ofty and yet loftier voicanic peaks. To the 
mind of a laudsman this close grouping might 
seem to constitute a sort of stepping-stones to 
cross by. But 1am surprised that so fine a sea- 
man as Mr. Kennon should have appurently 
fallen into this error. Does he not remember 
that these islands are timberless, well-nigh bar- 
ren, furnishing no supplies other than fresh 
water? Does he not know that here is the most 
dangerous navigation in the world? Has he for- 
gotten the fogs, phenomenal in their sudden- 
ness and density; the tide bores, which over- 
rode the ordinary sea level like walls of white 
water, and would boil around us and pick us 
up and send us flying along as heiplessly as a 
stone from a sling; the currents of four or five 
knots an hour, (Capt. Cook said ten,) which 
would whirl us through narrow channels brist- 
ling with rocks and reefs, the quick handling of 
the vessel alone snatching us from destruction 
Mmany a time on manya dark night; the tre- 
quent severe gales, and that terrible one in 
which, though riding with all anchors down in 
a deep bay that should have sheltered us, we 
dragged tor days, bour after hour, foot by foot, 
into the jaws of death, the gale abating ust in 
time, as our stern lifted on the very sea that 
broke thundering on the rocks, the fangs that 
frothed to devour us? Every Chinese junk that 
pote was built would have perished in that 
storm. 

The late Rear-Admiral John Rodgers expressed 
at the time the highest appreciation of the zeai 
and energy which surmounted so ery ! bard- 
ships and perils, and frequently up to his very 
last year of life spoke of the great good fortune 
which over and above all endeavor made such a 
service successful. In conclusion, I reassert my 
opinion that the cruise of the Finimore Cooper 
in/1855 furnishes no proof of the protability of a 
primitive Chinese junk having made nearly the 
same track 1,400 years before.

PROTECTED GOODS AND FREE 


LABOR. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

A recent editorial in THE Tress relative 
to the case of some Irish immigrants who have 
been detained pending a construction of the 
contract labor law, has led ‘me to ask you 
whether such a law, or even one putting a heavy 
head tax on all immigrants, is nota desirable 
one under present conditions. The present con- 
tract labor law is, of course. as you say, con- 
trary to all our traditions, as well as to the gen- 
erally accepted maxims of political economy; 
but since, under our present tariff laws, we at- 
tain as nearly as may be one-half of the ancient 
Chinese system, (the exclusion of merchandise,) 
while we practice (in part) the civilized system 
by admitting labor with little or no restrio- 
tion, the question occurs to me whether either 
system in its entirety is not better than any 
combination of thetwo. In other words, should 
we not have eithera high tariff on both labor 
and goods or alow tariff on goods with free 
labor? It appears to me that the advocates of a 
high protective tariff can only relieve them- 
seives from the charges of inconsistency and of 
being actuated by wholly selfish motives by 
laboring earnestly for the enactment of laws 
still further restricting, if not altogether pro- 
hibiting, immigration. Wewho do not accept 
their theories ought not in such a case to oppose 
them, since, as seekers after the truth, we 
should the sooner have the satisfaction of seeing 
this vexed question practically settled.

SHAKESPEARE’S BURIAL PLACE. 


AN APPEAL FOR FUNDS TO REPAIR THE 
STRATFORD-ON-AVON CHURCH. 
The following letter appeared recently 
in the London Times: 


“On Dec. 27, 1884, you referred in a lead- 
ing article to the proposea restoration of 
the parish church of Stratford-on-Avon, 
which you informed your readers was at that 
time seriously contemplated. Since that date a 
Restoration Committee has been duly appotnted 
at a public meeting heid in the town hall, they 
have frequently met, Mesers. Bodley and Garner 
have been appointed the architects, £3,800 bas 
been subscribed, chiefly by residents in the town 
and neighborhood, and the repair of the tower 
and the exterior stone work of the church has 
just been commenced; to borrow the words in 
your leading article, above referred to, ‘The 
work is to be done bit by bit with a reverential 
caution which will defy criticism.’ 

The total sum required is £12,000, according to 
the architects’ estimate. There is no intention 
to beautify, remodel, puli down, or reconstruct, 
but to repair and maintain our noble parish 
church, which was dedicated 600 years ago to the 
glory of God, and is the sepulchre of one of the 
greatest men that ever lived. The memory of 
William Shakespeare is closely bound up with 
Stratford and Stratford Church, and extenas to 
the whole civilized wotld. The sum of £12,000 
is large. Warwickshire has been severely hit 
by agricultural depression, and, unfortu- 
nately, the three largest churches in the 
county—St. Michael’s, Coventry; St. Ma-y’s, 
Warwick, and the Holy Trinity, Strat- 
ford-on-Avon—are simultaneously making 
appeals for achurch restoration fund. It may 
be a misfortune, but it is a necessity, the gnaw- 
ing tooth of time having left its unsightly 
marks upon these noble churches, and no time 
is to be lost to prevent their falling into decay. 
With regard to the church of Stratford, in the 
name and on behalf of the Restoration Com- 
mittee I earnestly appeal through the Jimes to 
the English nation and our American cousins 
(who have placed a window in the chancel of 
the parish church, called the American window 
which was formally unveiled in the presence of 
a large congregation by Mr. Howard Potter, of 
London and New-York, on May 6) for alms to re- 
pair the church in which Shakespeare is buried. 

The burgesses of Stratfora have come for- 
ward with spirit and energy, the corporation 
have voted a very liberal donation, and a pam- 
pDhiet, published with the sanction of the com- 
mittee by Messrs. Cassell, of Ludgate-hill, and 
illustrated by engravings from Seeley & Co.’s 
* Stratford-on-Avon,” has been largely and 
gratuitously circulated, and will be forwarded 
to all persons on application. The Vicar (the 
Rev. G. Arbuthnot) is Chairman of the Restora- 
tion Committee, the two local banks are joint 
honorary Treasurers, and the honorary Secre- 
taries are Sir Philip Cunliffe Owen, Mr. Charles 
E. flower, who has subscribed £1,000, and your

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FIGHTING WITH HARD GLOVES. 


A BRUTAL CONTEST IN TEXAS ON SUNDAY 
AFTERNOON. 

Fort WortsH, Texas, June 29.—A hotly 
contested prize fight took place Sunday after- 
noon at a spot seven miles west of Weatherford, 
on the Texas Pacific Road. The _ princi- 
pals were the “St. Joe Kid,” of Fort 
Worth, weight 152 pounds, and ‘ Kid” 
Bridges, of the Gordon Coal Mines, weight 
180 pounds, Several hundred persons witnessed 
the mill. The agreement was to fight toa finish 
with three-ounce hard gloves for $200 a side and 
the gate money. As the pugilists entered the 
ring they ssowled at one another for a moment, 
and then trotted forward and immediately as- 
sumed a defiant attitude. Bridges was an inch 
taller than his antagonist. 

First Rounp.—After a moment's parrying the 
St. Joe * Kid” led out with a right-hander which 
Bridges partially broke, catching it under his 
jaw. Regaining himseif instantly, Bridges dealt 
the “Kid” a stinging right-hander on the cheek, 
which be immediately followed with a terrific 
left-nander, which sent the “ Kid” to dirt and 
brought the crimson. 

SECOND RouNnD.—The “Kid” came to time 
amid tremendous excitement, the referee and 
the seconds keeping the crowd out of the ring 
with great difficulty. Neither pressed the fight- 
ing, but they sparred around with great caution. 

THIRD RounD.—Some handsome hitting was 
witnessed in this round. Both men led out 
viciously and neither gave signs of weakening. 
The St. Joe “ Kid’ planted three resounding 
biows on Bridges’s face, causing the latter’s pro- 
file to take on a Jop-sided appearance. Bridges 
in turn punished the “ Kid” severely, almost 
closing his left eye. At the close of this round 
the betting was even. 

FourtH Rounp.~ Bridges pressed the fighting 
and planted a wicked blow on the ** Kid’s”’ other 
eye. The “ Kid” defended himself skillfully, 
but his blows fell short. Bridges closed the 
rou d by visiting another terrible blow on the 
** Kid’s” mouth, sending him to his corner. 

Frirra RounpD.—As the men toed the scratch 
the crowd was silent. The fighters quickly as- 
sumed stationary positions and began _ battering 
one another ina sickening fashion. For a few 
moments neither moved out of his tracks, giving 
and taking some awful blows. Finally Bridges 
planted a blow on the * Kid’s” ear which lifted 
him backward several feet. Betting at the close 
of this round was two to one in favor of Bridges. 

SrxtH RounD.—To the surprise of every one 
the St. Joe * Kid” came up with a faint smile on 
his swollen face. He pressed Bridges from the 
opening and punished the bie one in a style 
that astonished the crowd. Every time St. Joe 
would plant a blow on his antagonist the crowd 
would cry “Ah, that’s good,” and ‘* Come 
again, ‘ Kid;’ now's your time.” 

SEVENTH (FINAL) ROUND.—Both men came 
slowly forward and the St. Joe ‘* Kid” again 
pressed the fight. Blow after blow fell on 

Bridges’s face and neck until the middle of the 
round, when Bridges straightened himself up 
and offered the ** Kid" several heavy blows with 
his left, which the ** Kid” cleverly dodged. Sud- 
denly Bridges brought the ‘** Kid” a ponderous 
stroke with his right which stretched the poor 
“* Kid” senseless, and Bridges retired to his corner 
hetore time was called, whereupon the St. Joe 
** Kid’s”’ second jumped into the ring and claimed 
a foul, and the referee supported his claim. The 
majority of the erowd were warm sympathizers 
with the St. Joe * Kid,” hence it would have 
been dangerous to rule contrary to what they 
thought was right. The train bearing the bat- 
tered slugvers and their friends reached here at 
alate hour last night. The principals are under 
medical treatment to-day and are comfortable. 





THE MITCHELL-BURKE FIGHT. 


SIX LIVELY ROUNDS AND THE FIGHT DE- 
CLARED A DRAW. 


CxriIcaGo, June 29.—At 11 o’clock to-night 
the fully 3,000 persons assembled at Battery D 
Armory had for nearly two hours good natured- 
ly witnessed the ambitious efforts of half a 
dozen embyro sluggers. When Jack Burke 
and Charles Mitchell faced each other in 
the ring for the fourth time in their lives, the 
appetite of the crowd had been keenly whetted 
by the rather sanzuinary performance of Tommy 
Warren on the face of a big but indiscreet 


youngster from Cleveland. The Irish lad looked 
as jaunty as ever, and was vociferously cheered 
as he climbed over the ropes into the ring 
and perpetrated his customary bow and smile. 
The gentlemanly Mitchell received his full share 
of applause upon his appearanve a moment 
later, but looked, as did his prospective adver- 
sary, rather bored at the preliminary wrangle 
about a referee, in which the crowd assumed 
considerable authority. Finally Mitchell made 
alittle speech to Pat Sheedy, in which he said 
that inasmuch as he didn’t know a soul in Chi- 
cago, any one who would be fair would suit him. 
Upon this both sides to the affair and the crowd 
agreed to compromise on Harry Palmer, a well- 
known sport. 

At 11:15 the first of the six rounds opened. 
Two minutes were exhausted in very cautious 
watching for an opening, and the round closed 
with half a dozen light taps equally distributed 
on the chest of each. The men appeared 
exceedingly well matched, both 1n 
weight and agility, and were astonishingly 
alike in their methods of sparring and guarding. 
At the opening of the second round Mitchell 
commenced to force the fighting, and continued 
to maintain that attitude until the endof the 
fourth, Burke meanwhile appearing content to 
act on the defensive. In this, the second 
round, Mitchell gotina number of hard hits 
on his adversary’s chest, Burke, however, 
invariably cross-countering with such good 
effect that neither appeared to gain any advant- 
age. Mitchell’s rushes and Burke’s apparent 
distaste for his adversary’s constant offensive 
operations were the main features of the 
third round, which ended with almost 
simultaneous face hits and a clinch. Though 
the points were about equally distributed, 
Mitchell seemed to take his seat in the best con- 
dition. The fourth round somewhat changed 
the aspect of thesituation. Burke was less care- 
ful of his wind, and Mitchell realized that he had 
some hard work before him if he expected to 
knock his man out in two more rounds. A 
number of stinging face and body blows were 
exchanged, and a good deal of clinching in- 
dulged in. The fifth round was almost a repeti- 
tion of the fouth, except that considerable 
added energy was exhibited by both men. They 
were 80 well matched, though, that almost the 
only tangible result was a series of clinches. 
Burke in the last round won some applause by 
forcing his adversary against the ropes. He got 
in two or three heavy blows on Mitchell’s neck 
and face, but gs were instantly returned, and 
at the end of the bout the result was so ap- 
parent that a large part of the crowd did not 
stop to hear the fourth of the Burke-Mitchell 
series declared a draw.

THE ASSESSORS REMOVED 


MAYOR GRACE’S CHARGES ACTED 
UPON. 

DOMMISSIONER FEITNER TRIES TO SAVE 
TAMMANYITE GUMBLETON’S SCALP— 
NEW ASSESSORS APPOINTED. 

The official axe fell upon the mem- 
bers of the Board of Assessors yesterday, as 
was foreshadowed in THE TimES on Friday 
last. With the charges of Mayor Grace be- 
fore them, and a letter signed by Assessors 
Lydecker, Jacobus, Mullaly. and Gumbleton, 
sharply protesting against the proposed action, 
the Tax Commissioners voted for their removal. 
President Coleman and Commissioner Donnelly 
favored it, Commissioner Feitner dissenting. 
By the same vote Messrs. Charles E. Wendt, P. 
M. Haverty, Van Brugh Livingston, and Edward 
Gilon were appointed in the places of the re- 
moved officials, the removals and appointments 
to take effect on July 1. 

The meeting of the Commissioners was held at 
2 o'clock, and contrary to custom the session 
wasan open one. After the minutes had been 
read President Coleman moved that the resolu- 
tions providing for the removal of the present 
Assessors ard the appointment of the gentlemen 
above named be taken up and adopted. Before 


this motion was put Commissioner Feitner said 
that Assessor Muilaly had calied upon him and 
desired him to submita protest from_him and 
colleagues in the Board of Assessors, The Secre- 
tary read the communication as follows:

To the Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments: 

GENTLEMEN: The undersigned members of the 
Board of Assessors, having iearned that a reso!ution 
was introduced by the Hon. Michael Coleman, Presi- 
dent of your department, at your meeting of the 2ith 
inst.. for their removal and the appointment of four 
other persons in their places, desire tov say that they 
have tuily and explicitly replied to the charges made 
by the Mayor of unnecessary and unlawful delay in the 
apporiionment of the cost of local improvements upon 
the property benefited therepy. in our letter of Feb. 
18, and in subsequent communications, dated May 8 
and May 15, we set forth circumstuntially and in vetall! 
witb accompanying schedules the causes f delay, and 
referied tuereii to opinions of the Corporation Coun- 
sel on the assessment lists in Ca ee og the correspond- 
ence with the bepartment of Public Works, with the 
Board for the Revision and Correction of Assessments, 
and with the Finance Department, to which corre- 
spondence special reference was made by date and ex- 
tracts from the originals on file in this office. 

To none of these communications has any reply been 
received, either from your department or from the 
Mayor. From Feb. 19 to the present date we have had 
no official notice of an examinution of these charges, 
but on the contrary the two Republican members of 
this board have been informed by Mr. Coleman ‘* that 
the T'ux Commissioners did not propose to consider 
these charges, that there was nothing in them, and 
that they were only got up by Mayor Grace for the 

urpose of securing the patronage that would follow 
rom removing the Assessors.” He turther said “that 
the Mayor had promised Mr. Ottendorfer, before his 
departure for Europe, two positions in the board; that 
altogether it was an unpleasant business for him; but 
that there was no use in disguising the fuct that the 
Mayor wanted patronage, and that’s all there is to it.” 

The undersigned submit that under circumstances of 
such a discreditabie character they would be wanting 
in self-respect and a proper regard for the public 
interest did they remain silent as to your proposed ac- 
tion. They not only invite but demand investigation. 
"They desire particularly to call your attention to the 
fact, asthey have been inform by the Pre-ident of 
your department that their last communication, datea 
May 15, setting forth the various causes of delay, has 
not yet been sent to the Mayor, of whose charges, they 
claim, it is a full and complete refutation. They would 
remind you that till within a few days this office has 
not been visited by any member of the Tax Commis- 
sioners, and then not with the view of investigating any 
of these charges; that we have repeatedly asked for 
the appointment of even temporary competent assist- 
pots to further the clerical work of this board; and, 
pithough pressed by constantly accumulating assess- 
ment lists, this request has not been complied with. 
And here it is proper to say that the Board of Assess- 
prs, although one of the oldest official bodiesin our 
Municipal Government, and vested with important 

owers and large responsibility, is placed in the pecul- 
arly anomalous position of being without authority 

to select and appoint its own clerical force. 

We are aware that a committee was appointed by 
our board to investigate these charges, and we desire 
osay thatsuch committee has not yet made its ap- 
pearance in our Office. We now invite them toan ex- 
amination of its records, and we submit that a correct 
zense of official propriety and a due regard to the jus- 
tice of the case shouid have suggested such a course 
Dn your part before taking the proposed action. 

In conclusion, we desire to correct a published mié- 
ytatement which reflects most unjustly on the board by 
httriputing to it offenses that were alleged against your 
pwn department by Mayor Grace; “that you bad failed 
to particularize the reasons in 52 instances in which as- 
Bessments were remitted.and that you neglected to 
barry out the law to properly assess surface and 
elevated railroads within the time prescribed by 
#tatute.”” Respectfully ae

While this letter was being read President 
Coleman frowned, while Commissioner Donneliy 
made a miid protest against its tone, and upon 
his-motion it was laid upon the table. President 
Coleman then renewed his motion to take up 
the resolutions presented by him at the previous 
meeting, but upon motion of Commissioner 
Feitner the question as to the removals was 
first considered. Upon this question Mr. Feitner 
paid: 

** | deem it my duty to say that Iam as anx- 
lous as his most offensive partisan to do every- 
thing in my power to sustain Mayor Grace as 
chief magistrate in the honest discharge of his 
duties and to give to the ojtizens of this city, the 
city of my birth, a good and an economical 
Government. However,in so far asthe direct 
responsibility under the law is laid upon my 
shoulders, I intend to fulfillmy duty irrespective 
of individuals and to my best judgment. It is true 
that charges have been preferred by yor 
Grace against the Board of Assessors, and they 
have submitted their answer. The charges, in 
‘brief, are negligence and thereby a loss of inter- 
esttothe city. The answer of the Assessors gives 
mumerous causes for the delay, wholly, as they 
claim, unavoidable, among which it 1s stated 
that the lists were not transmitted to the board 
till years thereafter, (after the time allowed by 

aw,) while some have never been transmitted, 
and are still in the department having charge of 
the work; and, again, that it has been enjoined 
and restrained, and that lists were delayed by 
advice of the Corporation Counsel. 

“From the examination made by me of the 
‘Mayor's letter and the answer theretoIam con- 
‘vinced that the Board of Assessors in so far as 
they bad the power to act were guided by their 
ess Pademncns in the interest of the city, and 
acted as ordinary and prudent men would act 
under the same circumstances. The efforts made 
by the board to amend the law by which the 
difficulties could be overcome is an additional 
evidence of their disposition to protect the city, 
ana should be encouraged. I am not disposed to 
make radical changes in the working force of 
this department, and if this board be discharged 
a delay will necessarly arise in many assessment 
lists, not considering the time required for a 
whole new board to become acquainted with the 
duties.” 

Commissioner 'Feitner made his remarks ina 
Geliberate manner, glancing occasionally at 
Commissioner Donnelly, asif he expected that 
he might convert him to his way of thinking. 
President Coleman was impassive and silent, and 
‘when Commisstoner Feitner had ceased a vote 
‘was taken, and the Assessors were removed on 
and after July 1. 

President Coleman then moved the adoption 
pf the second resolution appointing Messrs. 
‘Wenct, Livingston, Haverty, and Gilon. Upon 
this Commissioner Feitner said:. 

*“On the motion to appoint the gentlemen 
‘designated in the resolution I wish to say that I 
protest against your action in selecting ail the 
members of this most important bureau (if you 
please) of this department. My rights and re- 
sponsibilities asa member of this commission 
should as a matter of courtesy and fairness en- 
title me to the selection of at least one member 
of this board, if not two members, considering 
the proportion of the appointments that I now 
have, this, of course, subject to the rules of the 
civil service. In the proper performance of my 
cuties, and to make such inquiries as I may 
deem necessary for my guidance, I hold it to be 
essential that an equal number of the subordi- 
nates, in whom [have the utmost confidence, 
should be appointed by me, subject to the civil 
service rules. Upon the same subject 1 also 
protest in so far as I represent the German tax- 
payers of this city that the Mayor in these se- 
lections has not given to our German fellow- 
citizens that representation which their support 
of him as a non-partisan warranted.”’ 

Neither President Coleman nor Commissioner 
Donnelly took notice of this address, except that 
the former rather sharply asked Commissioner 
Feitner: 

“Do you know anything about the work of 
the Assessors?” 

**T do,” answered Mr. Feitner, 

“Then don’t you know—’ began President 
Coleman, vigorously. 

“I know that I am not here to be cross-exam- 
Jned,” sharply interrupted Mr. Feitner. 

President Coleman then serenely renewed his 
motion, but Commissioner Feitner moved that 
the Civil Service Board be notified that there 
were four places in the Board of Assessors which 

hould be filled under the civil service rules. 

his was voted down, and then Commissioner 

eitner moved that as Assessor Henry A. Gum- 

leton had assumed office after the period cov- 
pred by Mayor Grace’s charges his place should 
not be filled. This motion was also voted down 
and President Coleman's original resolution was 
adopted. The meeting then adjourned. 

President Coleman said to a Times reporter 
after the meeting: “ In the action taken to-day 
I have had no thought except for the best inter- 
ests of the public. I never have had time to de« 
yote to politics, and am not a politician in any’) 
sense of theterm. I have been 17 years in this 
department, and claim to have some knowledge 
of its business, and I don’t mean to have incom- 

tent or negiectful men in the service. 1 have 
ad iny eyes on the Board of Assessors for some 

‘time past, and while my personal relations have 
always been most kindly with them I became 
convinced that the work of the board was not 
being done in a thorough manner." 

“*Sbould you bave taken action in the absence 
Poets Shek by 

niy shou ave done something in 
the matter, and the Mayor's taking it ry hn 
only additional proof of the necessity of a 
change. The gentlemen who have been appoint- 
ed were most highly recommended to me. Com- 
missioner mnelly himself recommended Mr. 
Livingston. Mr. Haverty passed a very credit- 
nbie civil service examination, and was indorsed 

y Gen. Hancock and Chief-Justice Charles P. 

aly, of the Court of Common Pieas. Mr. 
Wendt was indorsed by Mr. Oswaid Ottendorfer, 
Yi Zollicoffer, Mr. Charles F. MacLean, and Mr. 
illiam Steimway. He has also a creditable 


record as a Receiver of banks and insurance 
corporations. Mr. Gilon was recommended by 
Judge McAdam, of the City Court; Judge Hoop- 
er C. Van Vorst, and Deputy Controller Storrs. 
I was particularly pleased at Mr. Storrs’s advo- 
cacy,ashe knew Mr. Gilon as Chief of the Bu- 
reau for the Collection of City Revenues.” 

* What do you care to say as to the protest of 
the Assessors ?”’ 

“It is not only inaccurate, but disrespectful. 
I never had any such conversations with mem- 
bers of the board as alleged. When { assumed 
the office of President of the Tax Department 
my colleagues referred to me the Mayor's 
charges against the Assessors with a request 
that I investigate them and report suitable 
action to the board. 1 had about got ready to 
report when Secretary William H. Jasper, of the 
Board of Assessors, called upon me and said 
that Messrs. Lydecker and Jacobus, of the 
board, did not want to cause any embar- 
rassment, and thatineither desired that any 
charges be made for the purpose of removing 
them from office. It was represented that Mr. 
Jacobus had some thought of running for Sena- 
tor next Fall, and that he was perfectly willing 
to get out if his place was wanted. I said all 
right, and did not make my report. Subse- 
quently both Mr. Jacobus and Mr. Lydecker 
called upon me, the former simply thanking me 
for my forbearance, and the latter saying that 
he had reconsidered the matter and had con- 
cluded not to resign. JI thereupon made my re- 
port recommending their removal.” 

** Do you contemplate any further changes ?” 

**l intend to see if the derartment cannot be 
run more economically, and Iam of opinion that 
the Board of Assessors can “o without clerical 
assistance. The present board have put nearly 
all the work on their Secretary.” 





MURDERED BY HER HUSBAND. 


THOMAS O’SHEA WINDS UP A SPREE BY 
KILLING HIS WIFE WITH AN AXE. 


For many years the short, slim figure of 
Thomas O'Shea, better known as “ Tommy the 
Piper.”’ who earned a livelihood by playing the 
bagpipes in the streets, has been familiar in 
South Brooklyn. Tommy is known as a good- 
natured creature, not overburdened with brains, 
by almostevery resident in that part of the city. 
The piper, with his wife, a woman of 45, and 
three young children, has for some time lived on 
the second floor of the tenement No. 559 Court- 
street. Heand his wife had always been on the 
best of terms, and both were general favorites 
among the other tenants in the house. 

About two weeks ago O’Shea went on a spree, 
which he kept up, neglecting his work and his 
family, until it culminated yesterday morning 
in a horrible murder. The piper did not go home 
until late on Sunday night, and was then almost 


crazy from the effects of liauor. His wife had 
gone to bed. O’Shea partly undressed himself 
and slept in the room used by his children, who 
were then asleep in bed. Some time after 4 
o’ciock yesterday morning, after having had a 
mild attack of dehrium tremens, O’Shea got un, 
softiy opened the door of the room _ where his 
wife was asleep, and wentin. He picked up an 
axe with which his wife had cut some kindling 
wood before going to bed, and dealt the sleeping 
woman a terrific blow on the back of her head. 
The blow crushed in the skull, and then the 
murderer rained blows with the axe on her face, 
neck, and head. Satisfied that the woman was 
dead, O’Shea then hid the axe under the chil- 
dren’s bed and left the house without waking 
anyhody. ; 

O’Shea walked around the streets until nearly 
6 o’clock,. apparently trying to make up his mind 
what to do next. Then he met Officer Gilligan, 
ofthe Third Police Precinct, on Court-street. He 
walked up to the officer, and, without any pref- 
ace, said he had committed murder and wanted 
to be locked up. Gilligan, as the man was 
drunk, thought he was joking, but asthe piper 

ersisted in his story he took him tothe station 
ouse. Here O’Shea repeated the story of the 

murder, and Gilligan hurried to the house, 
where he found the body of the murdered 
woman covered with a sheet. and with blood 
still pouring from the frightful wounds. Gilli- 
gan ran for an ambulance, but, when the sur- 
geon came he found that his services woulda 
never be required there. In his oninion death 
followed the first blow. 

By this time the other people in the house be- 
an to be astir, and news of the murder spread 
ike wildfire. Crowds gathered about the house, 

trying to make their way up to the room, but 
through all the noise and confusion the three 
motherless children slept peacefully. They were 
finally wakened, dressed, and hurried into the 
house of a friendly neighbor. Later in the day 
they were taken care of by the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children. The oo 
of the unfortunate woman was taken to the Wil- 
loughby-Street Morgue. 

O’Shea paced up and down his cell, talking 
freely about the murder, and evidently not 
realizing the peril of his position. Capt. Leavey 
asked him why he did it,and he said: *“* Rum 
and jealousy. I have been jealous of my wife 
for seven years, and that and the drink made 
mecrazy. I feel very bad nowabout what I did to 
her, but I suppose it can’t be helped.”” The man 
was as calm and as perfectly unconcerned about 
the result of his crime as if he had done nothing. 
He was taken before Justice Massey, and, pre- 
rerving the same careless demeanor, pleaded 
“guilty of murder.” He is now locked up in 
Raymond-Street Jail to await the action of the 
Grand Jury. 

O’Shea was a hodcarrier for 15 years before he 
took to the bagpipes. He has once ortwice gone 
on protracted sprees, and when under the infin- 
ence of liquor is !ooked upon as a dangerous man, 
who does not know or care what he does. His 
wife was a hard-working, pleasant, and amiable 
woman, who never gave him, herand his friends 
say, the slightest cause for jealousy.

CAUGHT IN A HURRICANE. 


THE WRECK OF THE BARK CYPRUS AND THE 
RESCUE OF THE CREW, 


Among the steerage passengers of the 
White Star steamship Republic, which arrived 
yesterday from England, were six members of 
the crew of the Nova Scotian ship Cyprus, which 
was lost in the South Atlantic in April. TheCy- 
prus left Calcutta for this port witha general 
cargo on Jan. 26. On March 15, soon after round- 
ing the Cape of Good Hope, the ship was caught 


in a terrific hurricane, which lasted for nearly 48 
hours. The vessel labored heavily and sprung a 
leak. After the storm the pumps were kept go- 
ing almost constantly, but at notime was there 
less than 18 inches of water in the hold. 

Onthe morning of April 17, when the bark 
was between the islands of Ascension and 8t. 
Helena, the leak suddenly became worse. The 
Dutch bark Ottilius, bound for Falmouth, then 
came up. The crew of the Cyprus launched two 
boats and abandoned the vessel. Capt. Walker 
was accompanied by his wife and child, and his 
crew consisted of 17 men. The Ottilius picked 
up the people of the Cyprus and landed them at 
Falmouth.

MR. TRUMAN’S POKER RULES 


THE MAIN ELEMENTS OF SUCCESS 
IN THE GAME, 
GOOD LUCK, GOOD CARDS, PLENTY OF 
CHEEK, AND GOOD TEMPER—HIS LET- 
TERS TO HIS WIFE. 


The little box of an apartment up under 
the roof of the Stewart Building that little 
Referee Thomas calls his office was so suffocat- 
ingly hot yesterday afternoon that pretty Mrs. 
Truman was made seriously ill, and the reference 
in her suit for divorce against her husband, 
George T. Truman, who is just recovering from 
the bullet holes made in his person by Lawrence 
O'Brien, was adjourned at an early hour. Tru- 
man came up into the little office before his wife 
arrived. He was attired as modestly as possible 
ina dark Summer suit, and was void of all the 
gems that in previous years have scintillated in 
the region of biscravat. Benjamin Steinhardt 
brought in his client, Mrs. Truman, at 2 o’clock, 
and he glanced upon the gambler as trium- 
phantly as if he had already won the case. Mrs. 
Truman looked her husband over with an air of 
calm superiority, and he returned her gaze with 
a total lack of interest in her or the proceedings. 

The first witness called was Dr. Thomas M. 
Markoe, of the New-York Hospital, under 
whose care Truman has been since his interview 
with O’Brien in Broadway last month. Andrew 
Jackson Rogers, Truman’s attorney, desired and 
intended to prove by the witness that his client 
was so badly injured in this affray that he would 
not beable to do any work for the next five 


years, but Mr. Steinhardt refused to allow it and 
was sustained. Dr. Markoe did te:tify, however, 
that Trumen was unable to do any work at pres- 
ent. Then Mr. Steinhardt calied Truman to the 
stand and confronted bim with the letters he 
had written to his wife during the tour abroad 
in the Summer of 1882, when, with his accom- 
plice, Seaver, he * worked the stenmship racket” 
between New-York and Liverpool. 

The amount of ignorance and forgetfulness 
that Truman displayed concerning his exploits 
upon those occasions was remarkable, but Mr. 
Steinhardt made him express himself upon every 
clause and sentence of his correspondence. A 
neat little tract on the science of poker, which 
Mrs. Truman says was written by her husband, 
was offered in evidence. Mrs. Truman says that 
upon her husband's trips across the water copies 
ot this work were surreptitiously di-tributed 
about the cabin, and interest in the science 
being thus excited, her husband and his accom- 
plices would accommodate the passengers with 
a little game. : 

One ot Mr. Truman’s rules is an interesting 
one. He says: 

“When one isin(as he ought seldom to be) with- 
out even so much asa pair, his choice must be either 
to discard four cards orthree cards und draw to the 
highest or the two highest tn the hand, or throw 
away the whole hand and draw five, or luok content and 


serious, stand pat and bet high.” 


He concludes the book after 20 pages of valu- 
able information as follows: 

“ The main elements of success in the game are: (1) 
good luck, (2) good cards, (3) plenty of cheek, and (4) 
good temper.” 

The first letter that Mr. Steinhardt showed 
Truman containsan amount of moral instruction 
that the lawyer said seemed to indicate that 
Truman had mistaken his profession and should 
have been a home missionary ora clergyman. 
It reads as follows: 

Crry OF BRUSSELS, July 1, 1882. 

My DEAR WIFE: We are running along the Irish 
coast and expect to arrive at Queenstown about noon. 
Seaver was under the weather ail the way. he trip 
compares fuvorably with our last, which you will un- 
derstand. 

I have been thinking of you very often and wonder- 
ing if you went to Boston with Mrs. 8. Even if you 
dia you will probably be at Long Branch now with your 
sister and Curtis. If so, get along nicely with them. 
Don't have any quarrels or say any hateful things to 
create bad feeling. There has been so much of it that 
we ought to try our best to get along without it. With 
love. from your husband, sKORGE. 


“Ts that in your handwriting ?” Mx Steinhardt 
asked. 

** Yes,”” Truman answered coolly. 

** Who is the ‘Seaver’ mentioned there ?” 

**He was a friend of mine.” 

“Was he a gambler ?”’ 

** Well, he may have played a game of cards 
occasionaliy.” 

** What is the significance of that sentence you 
have emphasized—‘ The trip will compare favor- 
ably with our last ?’”’ 

* Well, now, really,” replied Truman with a 
smile, **I have quite forgotten what I did mean 
when I wrote that,” 

** Did you mean it ‘compared favorably’ in the 
amount of money you made in gambling?” 

ee | vung don’t know. Perhaps it was the 
weather that compared favorably. I can't re- 
member.” 

The next letter was dated in Paris eight days 
afterward, and reads as follows: 

My DEAR WIFE: Seaver and [ left London last 
night, Saturday, and arrived here this morning at 6 
o'clock. My visit to London was not satisfactory. Did 
not get a shilling of the money I expected to be paid 
methere. The steamships are all crowded that ure 
worth traveling on, so we concluded to run over here 
and see what we can do while waiting for a 
steamship. When we settle on whut we can do, then 
we will secure passages. I think I can afford those 
things you spoke of, but I may have to go back with- 
out any of the things you mentioned, unless things 
turn out more fortunate than they have since my ar- 
rival in England this time, 

Seaver has been asleep in a big arm chair in the cor- 
ner. He is just awake und ts going to do his writing to 
his wife, My letters may seem short, but they are 
volumes compared with his. Good-bye. From your 
affeciionate husband, GEORGE. 

** What money was that you referto as expect- 
ing to receive in London?’ Mr. Steinhardt asked, 
—- Truman had carefully perused this letter 
and pronounced it to be in bis handwriting. 

“IT don’t remember,”’ replied the witness, 

“Was it $10,000 that you won from a young 
Englishman named Cooke at Long Branch?” 

** Don’t remember.”’ 

“What do you mean by steamers being * worth 
traveling on?’ That they carry wealthy men 
who play high?” 

a don’t remember whether I meant that or 
not. 

The next letter was written in Paris five days 
later, on the anniversary of the fall of the Bus- 
tile,and was as follows: 


DEAR LOUIE: Yours of the 80th ult. received two 
davsago. Did not answer it immediately because I 
did not like it. Shall not make any remarks oo your 
dining out, &c. When you are pleasedl am. My visit 
to Paris hus proved more satisfactory than my stop in 
London. It will have to be a good deal more so to get 
what you want—diamond bracelets. What ure you 
talking about? The ftirst thing you know you will be 
getting humpbacked from the weight of your diamonds. 

You can depend on me getting what I can. Shall put 
off buying to the last moment. Am glad to know that 
you do not miss me, for! think business will keep me 
@ week or two longer than | thought. ‘10-day is the 
Krenchman’s Fourth of July. Everything has flags 
hanging from it. Have seenagreat many American 
tiags hung up with the French. Am kocmue ciose to 
the cushion to-day. 1 tock some water this morning. 
The water is good here, very. Am surprised that C. 
A. G. is not at the Branch by the 30th. He may huve 
ch nged his mind about going. I want to see him be- 
fore he returns to Chicago. Nothing definite about 
our return yet. We havea fair prospect ahead. Your 
affectionate husband, GEORGE. 

“Did you mean by the statement that your 
visit to Paris had been more satisfactory than 
the visit to London; that you had made more 
money gambling in Paris?” Mr. Steinharat in- 
quired. 

Truman could not remember what he meant 
hy that expression; neither could he call to 
mind whether the diamonds that should cause 
a spinal deformity in his wife were to be the 
proceeds of good luck at cards. 

‘““What do you mean by ‘ keeping close to the 
cushion ?’” 

Truman gave it up, but his wife explained to 
her lawyer that it was a slang expression bor- 
rowed from the game of billiards, and implied 
cautiousness, Truman could not explain what 
he meant by “ took some water” either, and so 
Mr. Steinhardt passed on to another letter, wiit- 
ten from Paris on July 25, giving a hint of an 
affair of gallantry with no less a person than the 
great Bernhardt. 

The letter reads: 


My DEAR WIFE: I wrote to you last on the Tath 
inst. on receipt of your letter. Since then J bave not 
heard from you. Mr. Seaver and I went to Aix ies 
Bains onthe recommendation of some friends. It is 
13 hours’ ride from here by R. R. We went over in the 
night. Asthe sleeping cars are not spoken of inthe 
best of terms, we took the ordinary Ist-class car. We 
were disappointed with Aix people. The place was 
full, but not English-speaking, mostly French. They 
spend most of their time in the Casino. There are two 
in Aix. I wenttoonly one. he chief attraction was 
a large vacant room where there were 8 or 4 tables 
running. Women were playing as wellasmen. The 
only difference was the women stood up. Only men 
took seats. 

Sarah Bernhardt gave a performance at the other 
Casino. She and her husband, Damala, stopped at the 
hotel we wereat. He isa good, manly-looking fellow, 
She looks younger than 1 thought she did.

“Did you goto Aix les Bains to gamble?” the 
lawyer inquirea. 

Mr. Truman found it impossible to remember 
what his purpose was in visiting the French 
watering place. He could not recall whether 
the Germanic, to which the initial G. referred, 
was a good steamer to play poker on, nor could 
he recollect whether “‘all the best ships’ were 
those upon which gambling was highest. The 
next piece of correspondence offered was a postal 
card dated in Jersey City onthe 28th of last Sep- 
tember, and addfessed to Mrs. Truman at No.7 
Fifth-avenue, which read simply: 

Consider yourself free. Good-bye. G, T. T.

POTTER UNDER ARREST. 


THREE CHARGES AGAINST HIM BY YOUNG 
PLUME—WHAT HE SAYS. 

The reigning sensation in Jersey City 
yesterday was the charge of libel and persecu- 
tion made against Contractor Thomas Potter by 
Mrs. Plume and her son Robert, the details of 
which were published in THE T1mMEs yesterday. 
It had been the design of Plume and his counsel 
to make the complaint betore Police Justice 
Stilsing, but that officer proposed to put Plume 
under bonds as a witness, and recourse was had 
to Justice James N. Davis. Plume waited upon 
Justice Davis and preferred three charges of libel 


against his alleged persecutor. One of these 
was made on behalf of Mrs. Plume and the 
others on behalf of the son, and all were based 
upon the missives written by Potter. 

Potter was on hand to answer. He did not de- 
mand an examination, but preferred to await 
the action of the Grand Jury. Judge Davis 
fixed the ball at $500 on each charge, and John 
W. Harrison, a stationer, of Exchange-place, he- 
came his surety. Potter is well known in polit- 
ical and business circles. He holds a large 
dredging contract from the Federal Govern- 
ment: has run frequently for office in Jersey 
Citv; was at one time President of the Board of 
Education, and last Fall wasa candidate on the 
Republican ticket for Presidential Elector. His 
prominence served to fill the little court room 
with citizens interested in the case. The papers 
will not be sent tothe Grand Jury now in ses- 
sion—the matter has aiready been_there—but 
will be reserved for the next Grand Jury, which 
is to assemble in September. 

Potter took his arrest verv coolly. He has re- 
tained ex-Corporation Attorney William P. Doug- 
lacs to look after the matter for him. In Mr. 
Dougiass’- office yesterday he said he had nothing 
to say about the charges, but he added that the 
charge of thett he had made against young 
Plume in Boston was dismissed only because he 
did not see fit to prosecute it. When shown the 
long letter printed in THe Times Mr. Potter 
said: **T have nothing to say aboutit. I’m say- 
ing and doing nothing. Another thing I’m not 
doing worth a d—n. I’m not being blackmailed 
this senson. Onething I will say, however. Some 
reports say that Mrs. Plume was made a teacher 
as soon as she became a widow, when, in fact, 
she was not appointed a teacher for nine or ten 
years after her husband's death, and eight of 
those years she lived in my house as one of my 
family. You may have read the story of the 
foolish old farmer who picked up a frozen adder 
and put it in his bosom to warn. Well, that’s 
me. If anybody is being persecuted, itis I. All 
their lives this couple have hadashare of my 
money. I don’t think they will get any more of 
it. Why, that boyinall the years I befriended 
him, never spoke a word to me without calling 
me‘ Uncle Tom.’ To show what I thought of 
them, I may say that in November, 1881], I made 
a will giving that woman one-fifth of all T had, 
and that will stood for two years. The habit of 
my life with these people has been kindness, and 
when it changed it was because of their ingrati- 
tude, duplicity, and treachery while living un- 
der my roof, When they spoke of me to my 
neighbors T paid no attention to them, but when 
they assaulted my wife I said to Mrs. Plume, 
just one year ago to-day, that she must leave 
my house and she left.” 

Young Plume said that as far as Potter's 
stories concerning him were concerned he did 
not care for them, but when Potter sought to 
blacken the good name of his mother he made 
up his mind to pursue him. ‘* And I’!1 do it,” he 
added, “if it takes every dollar I can earn and 
costs me my life,” 





SEEKING A SMALL FORTUNE. 


WILLIAM W. RICHARDS’S SEARCH FOR 
PROPERTY LEFT BY HIS WIFE. 

William W. Richards, at one time of 
California, afterward of Chicago, and at present 
of this city, is anxious to discover what has be- 
come of $25,000 to which he fell heir onthe death 
of his wife, and of which he knew nothing 
until a few months ago. Richards married in 
Sen Francisco. His wife was an actress, and the 
widow of Theodore T. Cooke. Her maiden 
name was Emma Strasburger. She was several 
years older than her second nusband. Mrs. Rich- 
ards came to New-York in 1883, and one day in 


August of that year walked into the office of 
Herman Goltermann, at No. 691 Broadway, and 
asked permission to have her mail addressed to 
his care. Mr. Goltermann is of the drug firm of 
Ellis & Goltermann, now on John-street. Mr. 
Goltermann had, at one time, resided in San 
Francisco, and his wife had rented a house there 
to Mrs. Richards for three months. Mrs. Rich- 
ards requested Mrs. Goltermann to take care of 
a small box and a package until she returned 
from Cuba. She was going to Cuba, she said, 
as a seamstress, and would return in three 
months. Mrs. Goltermann said she would take 
care of the box and package, but would not 
give a receipt tor them. 

Mrs. Richards sailed for Havana on Sept. 13, 
1888. She failed to return in three months, but 
her box and package remained untouched for a 
year, when Mr. Goltermann saw a notice of her 
death in a New-York newspaper. He and his 
wife decided it was time to open the box and 
package. Both were opened in the presence of 
a number of friends. be eyes of the company 
opened wide with surprise on discovering that the 
package contained United States and District of 
Columbia bonds of the par value of $10,000. The 
box contained bank books which showed that 
Mrs. Richards had on deposit in California sav- 
ings banks $15,540 61. In addition to the bank 
books there wasa large and varied assortment 
ba tag rvs some of it quite valuable. 

rs. Goltermann decided to tind an owner for 
the property, and put the case in the hands of 
Lawyer Peter B. Vermilya. He discovered in 
Chicago the young manwho claims to have 
been the husband of Mrs. Richards, In Febru- 
ary last Richards came to this city, and on the 
advice of Mr. Vermilya filed a bond in Jersey 
City and procured papers of administration. 
Then he went to the Goitermann family and de- 
Manded the property. He was met with a re- 
fusal,and informed that he might call upon 
Lawyer Albert L. Cohn for information about it. 

Richards assigned his rights to Henry 8, 
Church, who brought an -action of replevin 
against Mr. and Mrs. Goltermann to recover the 
bonds and other property. While the action 
was pending a settlement. was effected by Law- 
yers Vermilya and Cohn. The latter was to re- 
ceive $750 for his trouble in the case. Accord- 
ing to Richards, Mrs. Goltermann bad already 
peen paid $1,000 by Vermilya, but when the case 
was settied she received $750 more. The valua- 
bles were turned overtc Vermilya. The latter 
from time to time, according to Richards, gave 
him small amounts of money, but refused to 
makea settlement. Richards finaliy employed 
as counsel William 8. MacFarlane and George 
T. Davidson. They procured an order from 
Judge Andrews, of the Supreme Court, refer- 
ring the matter to W. H. Hamilton. Richards 
told a TIMES reporter vesterday that he had 
obtained $1,500 from Vermilya out of $10,000 in 
bonds which the latter had disposed of. The 
case is still on before the Referee,

Ifthe associate members can perfect ar- 
rangements to work with the pooled members of 
the association—and there is now every reason 
to suppose that this will be done—the associa- 
tion will continue in existence until June 30, 
1886.

THE KNIVES CARPENTER USED,

THEY MUST HAVE BEEN HANDED TO HIM 
ON THE WAY TO COURT. 

As John Carpenter had not sufficiently 
recovered from the wounds he inflicted on him- 
self last Thursday to appear in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer vesterday, his trial for the 
murder of his wife was adjourned until to-day. 
Judge Barrett said he had received from Warden 
Finn, of the Tombs,a communication which 
made it fit for him to say that there was no evi- 
dence that Carpenter had been enabled, by the 


negligence of the Warden, to procure the 
weapons he used on himself in his attempt to 
commit suicide. 

In his communication to the court Warden 
Finn said that as Carpenter’s cell was searched 
every day he could not understand how the pris- 
oner procured the knives he used unless they 
were handed to him by friends on his way to or 
from court. In support of the theory that they 
had been so handed to him he presented an affi- 
davit in which Joseph Sherin, of No. 129 East 
Thirty-first-street, declared that last Wednesday, 
when the Deputy Sheriffs were taking Carpenter 
back to the Tomhs, and after they had driven 
away a party of men who were following them, 
he heard one of the men say to himsolf regret- 
fully, ** Damn the luck thistime! When he 
read of Carpenter's attempt at suicide it occurred 
to him that this man and _ his associates had fur- 
nished the prisoner with knives. 

Deputy Sheriff Tuomey said that he and his 
fellow-Deputies, Ryan and Malloy, are willing to 
swear that nothing was handed to Carpenter on 
his way to or from the prison.
